G raham , how ever, had artificial aid. and 
m ade th e passage in ail iron-bound cask, 
w hich, w hile very strong, w as thought, by 
ex p erts 
to 
bo 
to 
frail 
to resist th e 
force of th e w a ter an d th e collisions w ith 
th o rocks. 
G rah am is a cooper, w ho re ­ 
cen tly cam e from P h ilad elp h ia, an d has 
been w orking in th e cooper shop of M att 
L an d onS eneca stre et.w h ere he b u ilt th e bar­ 
rel, of w hich th e follow ing is a d escrip tio n : 
I t is shaped lik e an egg, th e top being 26 
inches, th o bottom 17 inches and tl|o biggest 
p a rt 33 inches in d iam eter. 
T h e stav es are 
1 H in d ie s th ick , th e bottom 2 Va in p h esan il 
th e top IV2 in d ie s th ick . 
In th e la tte r is a 
m an hole, and th ere are several a ir vents 
w h ich can be plugged. 
T h e b arrel is seven 
feet long, an d th o stav es a re p ro tected by 
tw en tv -tliree broad bands of iron. 
A b ag­ 
shaped ham m o ck inside w as a p rotection 
for tho occupant, and can v as belts w ere 
th ere to p re v e n t him from s trik in g th e 
sides of tho barrel. 
T h ere w ere also air 
valves w hich could bo opened w h en neces­ 
sary. 
G rah am m ade sev eral ex p erim en ts 
iii th e rapids, an d a few w eeks ago sen t a 
sm all b arrel w eighted w ith titty pounds of 
sand safely through. 
O th er tests w ere 
m ade. 
T he tria l m ad e today w as decided on last 
T h u rsd ay n ig h t. 
Tho local pap er called 
G rah am a cran k , an d lie th e n decided to go 
th ro u g h th is m o rn in g betw een 7 and 8 
o’clock. 
T he tost w as n o t m ade th en . 
G raham , h is b arrel and h a lf a dozen frien d s 
w ho w ere afraid of tho cars, starte d from 
Buffalo a t IO o ’clock last n ig h t to d riv e in 
wagons to tho falls, an d th ey 
reached 
bere a t 
4 o ’clock th is m orning. 
T h e 
cask 
wns 
c arried 
dow n 
th e 
b an k 
to th e O ld M aid of th e M ist lan d in g , and 
there m ad e fa st to th e shore. 
M ost of th e 
Buffalo m en w efit to sleep on th e grass, b u t 
G raham an d a com panion w en t back to th e 
suspension bridge to look a fte r th e horses. 
T heir presence aroused th o suspicions of 
C onstable E d M alioncy, an d ab o u t b reak ­ 
fast tim e he a rrested th em on th o ch arg e of 
b eing horse thieves. 
A couple of hours 
la te r Jam es M adigan, th o policem an, cam e 
aro u n d an d found 
T h a t C r a Ii a iii w on A ll K l sr Ii (4 
H e advised M ahoney to release his pris­ 
oners, an d that, official w en t h is t to Ju stice 
E sh elm an an d th en Ju stic e F ifer before the 
la tte r o rd ered h im to release th o m en on 
th e ir ow n recognizance.

O nce w h en th e egg was suddenly sub­ 
m erg ed it w as th o u g h t t fiat th e last w ave 
b a d h u rled it in to som e hidden rook w ith 
fate'1 effect, for had G rah am been able to 
lib e ra te h im self h e could n o t hav e liv ed a

h o r early or late, w h atev er I feed, ! 
I begin very m oderately, as overfeeding is j 
very d isastro u s to any fu rth e r im prove- 1 
nu ut. O ats m ay he fed instead of corn, to 
give th em a start. 
By all m eans th ey 
should he w ell started before feed fails rn 
th e p astu re by giv in g so m eth in g m ore th a n i 
grass. 
S a lt should be given tw ice a w eek 
w ith o u t fail. 
As soon as grass begins to 
fail i i th e least, or cold storm s com e, g et 
tlie stock to th e barn an d pu t th e m in th e ir I 
stalls a t n ig h t, w h ere by good care and lib- 
cral feeding w e shall try to do o u r best to j 
prep are th ese c attle for th e bu tch er, 
J his ■ 
w ill ne o u r feed; F ive bushels of corn, four I 
bu sh els of oats. ground to g e th e r; m ix w ith 
th is tw o bushels of w h eat bran a n d forty j 
pounds of oil m ea). 
T hree pounds of this 
m ix tu re tw ice a day w ill he enough to be­ 
gin w ith, but th is am ount w ill lie increased ; 
slow ly u n til five or six pounds w ill lie given ; 
tw ice a day w ith safety. 
In g e ttin g up to 
th* h ig h e st feed. ju d g m en t m u st he exer- | 
cised, as it is a h a rd m atter, b u t by actu al 
trial, to tell th o e x a c t am ount- a fatte n in g ;

T here is a g re a t difference iii th e feeding 1 
qualities, even in c attle of th e sam e b reed ,! 
as th e judicious feeder w ill soon learn lf he . 
has a n eye to business. B etter feed loo little 1 
th a n too m uch, for if you y et a c re atu re I 
cb gged \iy overfeed in g you m ig h t b etter j 
Bet it aside for n e x t year. 
Straw .should he g iv en in ab u n d an ce to j 
eat if desired, and to m ak e a good (dean 1 
bed. 
G ive all th o clover h ay th e y w ill oat 
un clean. 
G ive a few carro ts o r beets each 
day. 
M eal w ill be given dry so as n o t to be 
eaten too fast. 
Or lite h ay lie cu t fine and 
the m eal m ixed w ith it by w e ttin g th e hay. 
T his last way I p refer as being tho best. 
A bundance of shed room is alw ays handy 
about th e barn. aud fa tte n in g stock w ill 
need it m ore or le«s. 
B u t box stalls are my 
choice for all cattle, w here th e y m ay tu rn 
round and h av e som e liberty. 
I am no t in favor of stanchions except for 
rn ugly anim al. 
I w ould m ak e m y stalls 
d ark a t th e b ack end and light in front, so 
as to give no in d u cem en t for th e an im al to 
tu rn around. T hese stalls need th e I e st of 
care as to neatness. 
T h e 'a ttle should be 
w ell cleaned am t carded every day. as a 
nice steer w ill show th e benefit of a good 
card in g as m uch as a horse. 
T his w ill he!)) 
also to tam e him w o n d e rfu lly a th in g w e 
should striv e to do. 
All feeding should be 
done a t early and stated hours. L et o u t the 
stock tw ice a day lur w ater en d exercise, 
but w ater should be in th e yard. 
W hile 
th e stock avo in th e y ard have all tilth 
rem oved from stalls, and th e beds w ell 
stirred up, th a t th e anim als m ay lie dow n, 
ta k e com fort, and grow fat. 
C rossing o u r old stock w ith choice breeds 
h a s already proved a g reat ad v an tag e wit Ii 
all kin d s of o u r dom estic anim als, au d we 
h av e reason to hope th a i o u r best breeds 
m ay he so crossed as to give us new breeds 
of a bettor k in d th a n w e y et have. 
T h e best age to lead for beef w ill depend 
on th e cattle, as som e m atu re e arlie r th a n 
others, even of th e sam e breed. 
We will 
find it necessary to exorcise ju d g m en t in 
th is m atter. 
I th in k as a g en eral thing, to 
feed for profit, th e b e tte r w ay is 10 begin to 
prepare th e stock for th e but* h er the sum ­ 
m er before th ey are Ii years o ld ; and, if 
som e do n o t seem to ta k e on tie s h a n d f .it 
sufficient to v arra n t, t hey m ay bo k ep t over 
to fie fed to e n ex t year, 
Now as to selling our w ell-fed cattle. 
T h e re is alw ays a chance to sell e ith e r to 
o u r hom e bu tch ers o r-to sh ip aw ay, and w e 
w ill seldom h ear it said th a t our stock has 
been too w ell fed or cared for. 
It is best to 
sell by liv e w eight, as all p arties w ill be bet­ 
te r satisfied, As to d ifferen t breeds of stock, 
th e re w ill he a d iv e r-ity ol opinion, an d 
ev ery k in d w ill h av e its friends. 
W e h av e 
a n u m b e r of choiro breeds th a t we w ill do 
w ell to k eep an d im prove upon, an d of 
w h ich we m ay ba ju stly proud. 
W e should feed sheep m uch a fte r th e 
p lan of feed in g ra ttle , by co m m en cin g early 
in th e fail, th a t we m ay get th em w ell 
sta rte d w hile th e feed is yet good in th o 
p a stu re. To th ese I give tw o q u arts of oats 
for every fifty, to begin w ith ; th is feed I 
in crease daily a little, and w hen feed fails 
in p a stu re in th e least I w ant th em in w in­ 
te r q u arters. w hen w ith th e oats I w ill m ix 
corn, h a lf aud half, and giv e tw o leeds, 
m o rn in g and evening, and co n tin u e to in­ 
crease u n til n early a bushel is given. They 
m ay now h av e n early a b u sh el of tu rn ip s 
am i th re e or four pounds of oil m eal to ad­ 
v an tag e, and th ese m ay be increased a fte r 
a few days. 
I w ould lo t th e m have straw 
to pick at. G ive nice clover hay tw ice a 
day . as m uch as th ey w ill e at in one ho u r 
clean. 
I x t all th ese feeds be given a t reg­ 
u la r h ours each day. 
H ave th em in sm all 
flocks of not m ore th a n tw enty-five. 
This 
n u m b e r w ill w ant a b o u tsix tee n feet square 
of shed room , an d a yard a little larg er, 
w ith doors to sh u t th em In w hen cold or 
sto rm s occur. 
It w ill I e w ell to h av e yo u r sheep w ell as­ 
sorted as to size and flesh, as by so doing 
you w ill give all a m ore equal chance. 
B hut th e sheep aw ay trom tro u g h s w hile 
y ou g et th e grain ready, and th en open th e 
doors w ide th a t all m ay com e at once to e a t 
it. 
W ater m ay be m ade h an d y by lay in g a 
pipe u n d e r ground and h a v in g penstocks to 
b rin g up th e w a ter w h erev er needed, lf a 
fo u n tain is high enough th is will be easily 
d one; o th erw ise a reserv o ir w ill he required. 
T his w ill give w arn, w ater, w h ich w ill be 
m uch b e tte r th a n ii ice cold. 
Good v e n tila ­ 
tio n m u st be b ad w hen doors are >hut. T he 
shed w ill need to be clean ed o u t once a 
m o u th so a« to keep th e m a n u re from h e a t­ 
in g and g iv in g off bad odors, w hich w ill 
in ju re th e sheep an d h av e a ten d en cy to 
m u ltip ly ticks. 
E arly lam bs are m ost p-ofitable to feed for ! 
m a rk e t, as th e ir m eat w'ill b rin g a h ig h er 
p rice th a n o ld er m u tto n . To feed these, 
th e y m u st h av e e x tra care from th e first 
S heep w ill be fed m ost profitably from th re e 
to six y ears old. 
Ii older, th e ir feed m u st 
be ground. 
As to breeds, tin s w ill be a n a tte r of con­ 
tro v ersy . 
T h e S outhdow n bas by m any 
been th o u g h t o u r best m u tto n sheep. 
B ut 
to m e a re now' e x to llin g th e O xfoiddow n as 
being a w onderful sheep for m utton. T h ere 
a re o th e r kinds, perhaps, ju s t as good. 
By 
crossing o u r M erino w ith som e of th e se we 
g et a good g ra c e sheep to feed. am t tho 
M erino of itse lf is n o t a bad m u tto n sheep, 
W e sell o u r fat sheep m ostly to shippers to 
go to e aste rn m ark ets.

T he m ilk is m uch easier to h an d le in 
lim cans w ith hails th a n iii a fiat, open ves­ 
sel. an d tho cream is less lik ely to be d is­ 
tu rb ed in m oving them . 
M uch less space is 
req u ired to r sto rin g th e m ilk. An ice ch am ­ 
ber tw o feet wide, fo u r feet long and tw o 
feet high, w ill hold com fortably ten cans of 
fo u r gallons each, o r a w ater tro u g h fo u r 
feet long, tw o feet w ide and tw e n ty inches 
deep w ill hold tho sam e am ount. 
A cellar or m ilk house for open setting, 
m u st be a tig h t, close s h u ttin g room , so as

H ence, it is th e long su m ­ 
m ers, d ry atm o sp h ere an d o v e rh e ated soil 
th a t e n erv ate 
th o c o n stitu tio n s of 
our 
fru it 
an d lead 
v a rie tie s 
to 
"ru n 
o u t,” as it 
is 
called, 
a n d 
n o t 
th a t 
th e re is an y in n a te law th a t prescribes 
a fixed lim it of years fo r th o ex isten ce 
of a variety, as w as believed ab o u t th e be­ 
g in n in g of th e cen tu ry . 
T o be successful 
w ith o u r fru its, especially in th e w arm er 
S tates of o u r U nion, it is essen tial th a t wo 
stu d y to k eep th e soil in su m m er as cool as 
possible, and th a t we p la n t th e trees w here 
th e y w ill bo th e le a st exposed to a hot, dry­ 
in g atm o sp h ere. All o u r sy stem s of c u ltu re 
m u st h av e an eye to th ese m a tte rs. 
E v en 
su m m e r p ru n in g has to be considered from 
th is stand-point. 
W hile 
th e 
E u ro p ean 
te a ch e r sum m er-p ru n es in o rd er to le t in 
th o lig h t an d air, we n eed n o t sum m er- 
p rim e for th is reason. 
W e h av e all th o 
lig h t a n d a ir we need.

T hey becom e d is­ 
cased. usually by m ildew , d u rin g our long, 
j dry and w arm su m m er days. 
Those fond 
of pease, fresh from th e vine, m ay soon sow 
a few if an au tu m n crop is desirable. 
T he le ttu c e is an o th e r cool country plant. 
It can only b eg ro w n w ell in bot w eath er 
in very rich am i cool soil. 
F o r w in ter use, 
beets are occasionally sow n now, an a also 
cucum hersjfor p ick lin g purposes, bu t no t 
often ; and. a t any rate, it m u st be atten d ed 
to early in th e m onth. 
T om atoes tra in e d 
to stak es give th e sw eetest fru it, and re ­ 
m ain in bearing th e longest, but m any cul­ 
tiv ato rs, w ho glow for size and q u a n tity 
only, believe they have th e hest resu lts 
w hen g row ing th em on th e level ground. 
C elery is th e chief crop req u irin g atten tio n . 
T he g reat point is to g et short, thick-grow ­ 
ing varieties, as th e long kin d s req u ire so 
m uch m ore labor to blanch. T h ere are now 
i m illiner of new can d id ates, aud people 
xviii try th ese v arieties as th ey try new 
fruits, 
A fter so m any trials, w ith d ifferen t 
w ays of grow ing th em , those w ho have 
th eir ow n g ard en s—am ateu rs, for w hom we 
w rite —find th a t th e old plan of sin k in g tho 
p lants iii shallow pits is ab o u t th e best. 
T ren ch es are dug ab o u t six inches deep, 
a n a th re e or four inches of m an u re dug in, 
of w hich cow m an u re is th e best. 
They 
can be w atered b etter in th is w ay in dry 
w eath er, w hen in th ese tren ch es, and it is 
so m uch easier to fill th e e a rth ab o u t th em 
for b lan ch in g purposes th a n w hen grow n 
on tho level surface. 
Soap-suds, as w ell as 
salt in m o d erate doses, is u su ally a w onder­ 
ful special fertilizer for th e c o lerv plant. 
L ate cabbage is often p lan ted in g ardens 
b etw een row s of potatoes, w here it is an 
object to save space. 
Som e fancy th a t th e 
cabbage is b etter preserved iii th is w ay 
from tho cabbage fiy. w hich th ey say p re ­ 
fers th e p o tato ; b u t on th is p o in t we are 
n o t sure. 
We do no t th in k th e cabbage 
does q u ite as w ell as w h en it tias th o w hole 
gro u n d to its e lf; hu t of course a double crop 
could n o t bo ex p ected to be quite so litre,—

in ch es deep. an d only cow s to ' supply th o 
fam ily, the m ilk can be cooled in a tu b nnd 
th e n sot on th e cellar bottom , and it w ill 
give ta tte r satisfaction th a n to use open 
jinns or crocks.—[W aldo F. B row n in C oun­ 
try G entlem an.

Loads fop Team*—“A M erciful Man is 
M erciful to H is Ilriot." 
T eam sters som etim es needlessly .strain 
th e ir horses by loading th em too heavily, 
n o t h a v in g a know ledge of th e real w eight 
of th e m aterial w hich co n stitu tes th e load; 
arid a t o th er tim es they lose tim e by no t 
p lacin g on enough for easy d ra u g h t of 
lig h te r substances. 
It is w ell, therefore, to 
le a rn th e specific g rav ity of w h a t th ey 
d raw , and to apply a little sim ple a rith ­ 
m etic for th o benefit of th em selv es an d 
th e ir team s. 
T hey can read ily m easure 
th e ir w agon boxes, d eterm in e th e ir con­ 
te n ts in c u tin feet, anil know ju st how 
m u ch to ta k e for a load. 
H alf-rotted m a ­ 
nure, for ex am p le, w eighs n early as m uch 
as an equal bulk of w ater, req u irin g ab o u t 
th irty -six cubic feet to th e ton. If th e w agon 
box is th ree feet w ide, eleven feet long an d 
th irte e n inches deep, c o n ta in in g th irty -six 
cubic feet, tho m an u re, if com pactly de­ 
posited, w ill w eigh one ton, an d if tho 
horses are to draw' a ton aud a h alt, th e 
te a m ste r 
m u st 
pile th e m an u re seven 
inches 
hig h er, 
w ith 
sideboards 
o r 
a 
d eeper box, 
to give

N o th in g is m ore com m on th a n to allow 
g rap ev in es to grow w ith o u t atte n tio n , le t­ 
tin g th e new g ro w th of wood an d leaves 
run to g e th e r an d over each other, and to 
fall dow n o v er th e fru it. 
W hen th is bas 
gone 011 u n til Ju ly or A ugust, th e re arises 
in th e m in d of th o w ould-bo c u ltiv a to r a 
th o u g h t th a t so m eth in g should he done. 
lie sta rts in w ith a largo k u ifo —if h e fails 
to have a sickle or grass-book, in w hich 
case th a t is u sed —au d an in d iscrim in ate 
sh earin g is m ade, c u ttin g aw av tw o-thirds 
oi all th e new g ro w th , an d o ften leav in g 
th e fru it exposed w ith o u t a single leaf be­ 
yond it on Hie stem . 
T h is is done w ith tho 
ab su rd id ea th a t it w ill ripen it. All gro w th 
depends upon th e leaf of a plant, n o t only 
th a t of th e stem , b u t th e flowm’s an d th e 
fru it; th e rip e n in g process is w holly d ep en d ­ 
e n t upon th e leav es; denude a p la n t of 
leaves p e rm a n e n tly , a n d th a t is th e en d of 
all life in it. 
E v ery process of th e plan t, 
from th e first m o v em en t in sp rin g th ro u g h - 
o u t its e n tire grow ing, in clu d in g bloom ing, 
th e s e ttin g of th e fru it, its g rad u al in­ 
crease to fu ll m a tu rity , and ripening, all de­ 
pend upon th e leaves. 
W hen th is is u n d er­ 
stood, it w ill be p erceived w hat a pernicious 
p ractice is th a t of rem o v in g a larg e portion 
of th e foliage of grapevines. 
And v et th is 
p ractice h as lieen w idely adopted, and it is 
not im probable th a t som e w ho m ay read 
th e se lilies w ill h av e alread y th is su m m er 
so tre a te d th e ir vines, or are in ten d in g to do 
so. 
W h at, th en , is su m m er p ru n in g , w hich 
is so o ften m en tio n ed ? 
It c o n so ls of sev­ 
eral operations. T h e first is m erely ru b b in g 
off th e sw ellin g buds in th o spring, w hen 
they a re ju d g ed to be iii excess, 
borne 
sk ilfu l vine-grow ors n ev er go beyond this, 
’icing able to re g u la te th o en tire grow th of 
th e season by tim ely a tte n tio n before tho 
leaves appear, 
lf, how ever, disbudding, as 
th e above-described o p eration is called, lux*, 
been n eg lected , and gro w th has com m enced, 
th e y o u n g shoots b u t a few inches iii len g th 
can be rem oved to th e e x te n t th o u g h t best, 
leav in g only as m any canes to grow and 
bear as th e vino is th o u g h t able to sustain. 
T h o u san d s of acres of vineyards, in filet th e

Ashes. 
All o rganism s m ust, in th e course of tim e, 
be reduced to ashes. In th e end, th a t w hich 
goes th ro u g h th e siojv processes of decay is 
as su rely red u ced to ashes as th o w ood or 
coal in o u r stoves, o r th e body in th o fu r­ 
nace of th o crem ato ry . 
W h atev er of earth 
th e re is in an o rg an ism m u st re tu rn to cart Ii 
—ashes to ashes, d u st to dust. 
So, w ith o u t 
d raw in g its m in eral su b stan ces from tho 
e arth , 110 organism can bo b u ilt up. Tho 
ash is an im p o rtan t, even indispensable, 
p a rt of ev ery organism . B urn th e organism 
and .th e ash le ft show s to w h a t e x te n t it was 
of th e e arth , earth y . 
It is a sm all am o u n t 
com pared w ith th e w hole b u lk . 
B u t sm all 
as it is, it show s 
Hie 
im p o rtan ce of 
h a v in g 
th o 
required 
m in e ra l 
in g re­ 
d ien ts p re sen t in 
tile 
soil, 
if 
it 
is 
a p la n t th a t we w ish to grow , o r in th e 
food, if it is an anim al. 
As w e h a v e said, 
th e b u rn ed organism yields up its ash in the 
presence of lire. T h is is all th e re is of it 
th a t rem ain s visible. T h e re st disappears 
in th e air in th e form of gas, A cord of hard 
w ood leaves ten pounds of re m a in s; of soft 
wood, only live, 
it tak es eighty-five bush­ 
els of w h eat to m ak e IOO p ou n d s of ashes. 
T ho sam e n u m b e r of b u sh els of corn will 
y ield th e sam e am ount. 
So w ill a ton of 
tim o th y hay. Professor K edzie te lls u s th a t 
eleven to n s of gooseberries, or grapes, or 
black b erries, or peaches, or apples would 
each yield IOO pounds of ash. 
So w ould 
.•even tons of cherries, or p lu m s o r raspber­ 
ries. 
T o produce those, we a t once see tho 
im p o rtan ce of re tu rn in g th e ash to th e soil. 
M uch of it is potash. 
A llo t it is necessary. 
M oral: Do n o t w aste your ashes, b u t save 
th e m fo r fe rtilizin g purposes. 


G eese and D u c k s , 
W e h av e in th e group of w a te r fow ls only 
p ractically u sefu l v arieties. 
S till th e re is 
g re a t beauty of p lu m ag e a n d exquisite 
grace upon th o w ater, w tiich a hun d red 
tim es o v er co m pensates for th e ir aw k­ 
w ard n ess upon lan d . T ho g re a t Toulouse 
goose, as h eav y as a sw an, its colors clear 
a n d b rig h t, its fe a th e rs soft a n d abundant, 
its dow n d elicate an d also very abundant, 
a n d its flesh w ell disposed upon b reast aud 
th ig h s, so th a t th e c arv er c a n find no fau lt 
even if lie has a la rg e com pany to servo, is 
tho m ost profitable ot all geese to raise, 
p rovided geese a re o b tain ed w hich are 
prolific 
breeders. 
So 
m u ch pains has 
been 
ta k e n to 
in crease 
th e size. thai. 
prolificacy 
has 
been 
neglected 
in 
som e strain s. 
T h e com m on w ild goose 
is 
of 
a 
d ifferen t 
g enus, am i retains

upon ponds or lak es w h ich are well en- 


very n u m ero u s stem s: b u t it is Hallie to 
lose its leaves in hot, d ry w eath er, an d they 
are p allid in color. 
T he b arb erry is handsom e, dense, e n d u r­ 
ing, an d w ill grow arni live in tile poorest, 
d riest soil. 
It is prick ly , too. 
It is doubly 
handsom e in flow er an d fru it; b u t trim ­ 
m ing ch ecks its flow ering an d robs it of 
beauty. 
It an d th e sw eet b ria r can be 
grow n from seeds, b u t n o t w ith certain ty , 
and th ey req u ire som e years to m ak e a fu ll 
hedge. 
T h e h o n ey su ck le an d th e d eu tzla are best 
adapted for fancy hed g es—to co n tra st w ith 
a d ark b au k of ev ergreens, or to do t in to a 
hedge h ere and th e re fo r pleasin g v ariety , 
brig h ten in g up a d a rk lino. 
T h e p riv e t possesses Hie m ost points of 
m e rit; indeed, all of th e essen tial ones. 
It 
grow s as w ell a n d as su rely from c u ttin g s 
as an y w illow , 'lite p la n ts should be pushed 
dow n firm ly into th e soil in sjirin g —it liav- 
in g been w ell cleaned an d m ellow ed in th e 
fall—anil a t any d istan ce a p a rt u n d e r e ig h t 
or ten .iu ch es in th e lin e of th e hedge. 
Its 
cost is, th erefo re, very little. 
It is nearly 
overgreen an d h ard y th ro u g h o u t th o N orth, 
grow s up rapidly, b u t stops a t ab o u t ten 
feet. 
T h e C alifo rn ian , or oval-leaf privet, 
lias leaves still m ore glossy an d of lig h te r 
g reen ; it is ra th e r less hardy. 
A friend 
here com pleted a good chicken-proof hedge 
of com m on p riv e t w ith in one w eek. 
He 
stre tc h ed th re e w ires, ab o u t eig h t, six teen 
and th irty inches from th o surface, th e 
u p p er one barbed. 
T h en , h a v in g plenty of 
young rods of p riv e t iii a hedgerow , w hich 
h ad been headed dow n close and th e n p u r­ 
posely le ft to m ak e a fu ll g r6 w th w ith o u t 
any trim m in g , he c u t q u a n titie s of th ese 
from tw o to fo u r fe e t long, an d pushed 
th e ir so m ew h at sh arp en ed ends about six 
inches dow n in to th e w ell m ellow ed and 
c le a r soil along Hie line of th o hedge, first 
passing th e m th ro u g h th e w ires from a lte r­ 
n ate sides, so as to h av e a w eft lik e th a t of 
a busket. T h ey w ere p u t in about tw o 
inches ap art, to d eb ar y oung ch ick en s from 
g e ttin g th ro u g h . 
I t w as an effective hedge 
a t once, an d w as soon “a th in g of b e au ty ,” 
as w ell as of use. T ho sh e lte r afforded by 
such h edges 1s w o rth m an y tim es th e ir 
sm all cost, w hile th ey are one of th e g reat­ 
est of lan d scap e ad o rn m en ts, an d essen tial 
to cosy co m fo rt ab o u t a co u n try hom e iii 
our c lim a te .—[VV.

T h e L e a th e r R eview has th e follow ing in ­ 
stru c tio n s for ta k in g off a n d p reserv in g 
hid es; 
In ta k in g off a hid e o r calfsk in 
n ev er c u t th o th ro a t crossw ise in th o le a st 
b lit th e sk in from th e b reast to th e tail, 
and from th e b reast to th e ja w ; th e n c u t 
aro u n d each leg to th e hoof. 
S lit th e h in d 
leg from th e hoof up d irectly over th e gam ­ 
brel a n d tho forw ard legs in front, d irectly 
ovor th o knee, to th e top of th e brisk et 
bone. 
T his leaves th e hide or skin, th en , 
In th e proper shape for finishing. 
S kin th o 
head a n d legs carefu lly , to avoid c u ttin g 
th e m ; 
th en , co m m encing a t th e head, 
draw or fist off tho sk in w ith o u t an y fu rth e r 
use of th o knife, th e re b y av o id in g th o 
holes and cu ts th a t alm ost spoil so m any 
calfskins. 
Som e farm ers use a w indlass to 
draw off th e d airy sk in s and o th ers uso a 
horse; b u t one or tw o m en can do it a g re a t 
d eal m ore quick ly an d easily. 
W hen ta k e n 
off, lay th e hide or sk in flat on th e floor in a 
cool place, w h ere th e su u can n o t shine upon 
It, and cover it w ith salt, ra ttie r fine salt be­ 
in g b e tte r th a n too coarse salt. 
Do n o t roll 
it up, b u t let it rem ain iii th e salt u n til you 
ta k e off a n o th e r; th e n place th a t one upon 
th o o th er, saltin g freely as before, an d so o n 
u n til you g et en ough to m ake q u ite a p ile ; 
th e n 
com m ence 
an o th e r 
pile 
in 
tile 
sam e m an n er. 
Do n o t be a fra id to use salt, 
freely ; w h a t th e sk in s do no t req u ire w ill 
sh ak o off and can 
be used again, 
If 
you p refer to dry o u t yo u r sk in s before 
sellin g thorn be sure th a t tboy are th o r­ 
ou g h ly cured w ith sa lt before d ry in g th em , 
an d th e n th a t they are th o ro u g h ly driod 
before being baled up lo r sh ip m en t.

B u t 
w’ith m it in tel Agent, m an ag em en t and proper 
selection, novice# m ig h t h av e a larg e m ass 
of ripe berries a t one tim e and a very sca n t 
p ick in g a t a n o th e r; an d careless c u ltiv a to rs 
w ould allow th e ir p la n ts to becom e choked 
w ith grass and weeds, and give a very sm all 
supply of puny berries a tte r th e first or 
second year. Som e m en or fam ilies w ill 
1m> satisfied w ith sm aller supplies of stra w ­ 
berries. 
A lm ost evory m o n th in th e y ear th e re is 
so m eth in g th a t should be done iii 
tile 
orchard. 
Now it is thb borers to look after, 
I.ook a t tho tru n k of th e tre e n e ar th e 
ground, for th o chips th ro w n out, w hich 
look so m ew h at lik e saw dust. 
W nen fo iifii 
th e hole will usually be seen ju st above 
th em . 
N ext w ith a sh arp p en k n ife e n la rg e 
th e hole a little, and o u t iii a fine w ire 
ab o u t as larg e as a k n ittin g needle.

T h ese ex trem es dry th e cow s up, and so 
does fast d riv in g , as it causes excessive 
h e a t in tho glan d s and udder, an d th en e x ­ 
c ite m en t of any k in d is had. 
An ex cited 
state alw ays red a ccs th e m ilk flow. 
Slow 
m ilk in g au d d ally in g is an in ju ry . 
T ho 
cow is m ore sensitive th a n m any suppose 
to ail th ese considerations, and p ru d e n t an d 
successful d airy m en don’t fool w ith th e ir 
cows, h u t do th e very best th ey k now how . 
No k in d of scattered g rain in h a rv e st 
m ak es a ric h e r fertilizer th a n barley. 
It is 
p erh ap s th e stim u la tin g effect, of th e crop 
ploughed u n d e r a fte r h arv est th a t m ak es 
b arley gro u n d superior for grow ing w heat. 
If som e b a r'e y is w asted in h a rv e stin g it is 
by no m eans all loss. Tw o or th re e bushels 
per acre, if evenly distrib u ted , w ill in a 
m oist tim e a fte r h a rv e st m ak e m ore th a n 
as m an y d o llars w orth of green m anure. 
S ir J. I?. L a n e s of E n g lan d used m a lt 
sprouts, or, as th ey call them th ere, “ barley 
com bs,” as a m an u re. 
H e e stim ate d its 
m a n o ria l v alu e at m ore th a n $18 a ton, o r 
n e arly one cen t a pound. 
W ith th e ad d ed 
gro w th an d th e m oisture w hich b arley im 


closed in p riv ate grounds, 
Ahey treed sem i- j rem itin on h an d very long a fie r being dried 
w ild spots, or a w ild islan d in th e lak elet 
n o t lik ely to bo flooded in a freshet, w here 
th ey can breed u n d istu rb ed . 
Tho g reat ad­ 
v an tag e of th e w ild goose is tile use of tho 
g an d ers iu flecks of com m on geese to breed 
w h a t are term ed "m ongrels. 
These are, 
so to speak, “ m u les” -h y b r id s w hich can n o t 
breed, bu t w hich grow rap id ly , au d becom e 
very ta t and heavy.

T hese du ck s are ex trao rd i­ 
n a rily prolific, la y in g o ften from very early 
sp rin g iate in to tile su m m er w ithout any in ­ 
clin atio n to s e t 
T h e ir eggs m ust o rd in arily 
bo h atch ed in in cu b ato rs or u n d er hens. T ho 
old stan d ard R ouen d u ck s need no com m en­ 
dation. 
T h eir m erits arc w ell know n. T h e 
h eav iest of all breeds of ducks, reasonably 
prolific—often b ein g a u tu m n layers, grow ­ 
in g rapidly, fa tte n in g easily, excellent upon 
tho table, fav o rites in th e m ark et, h an d ­ 
so m e—th o d rak es h a v in g brilliant, irridis- 
c e n t heads, an d ex q u isitely beau tifu l plum ­ 
age, w ith th e brig-tit blue m irro r in tho 
w ings. T hey co n tra st stro n g ly w ith th e ir 
som bre-colored m ates, w hich ar© never tho 
less a ttra c tiv e from th e b eau tifu l m ark in g s 
oi fe a th e rs.—[A m erican A griculturist.

L ig h t sandy lan d th a t is en rich ed en tirely 
w ith co n cen trated com m ercial fertilizers 
w ill produce b e tte r crows if one year o u t of 
every e ig h t or ton bo dev o ted to grow ing 
g reen crops, to be ploughed u n d er to fu r­ 
n ish th e soil w ith v eg etab le m aterial.

ploughed in is so m uch gained to tire soil. 
Borne claim th a t a good chip of clover tops 
an d roots w ill fu rn ish to th e soil as m uch 
n itro g en as can be p u rch ased for .$100. 
lf 
tin s is really tru e , farm ers had b etter raise 
d o v e r to plough iii th a n to pay eig h teen 
cents a p ound for n itro g en . T h e cow pea 
is said to be a good crop to grow to plough 
un d er, bu t as we havo h ad no experience 
w e can n o t sp eak of it from o u r ow n know l­ 
edge.

W h atev er su m m er crop is g ro w n ,.except 
clover, should ne follow ed by w in ter rye to 
sh ad e th e laud and to fu rn ish a crop to 
plough u n d e r tire n e x t spring. 
It should ne 
th e aim of tire fa n n e r to h av e Ids land ex* 
posed to th e su n sh in e as little as possible, 
alw ays k eep in g som e clop grow ing on it, 
th u s d raw in g as m u ch as possible from tho 
air. 
C lover sow n 
in 
tire 
spring m ay he 
ploughed u n d e r th e n e x t sp rin g ; or. if tho

B lots consisting of on e-six teen th of an acre 
w ere sowed to w heat, iii w hich th e q u a n tity 
ut seed varied from tw o to n iu e pecks p er 
acre. 
In earliness of crop, th ic k seeding 
■seemed to possess an ad v an tag e, b u t for 
p lu m p n ess and size of berry, th in seeding 
appeared to bo prelerable. 
In th e la tte r 
case (thin seeding) th e re w as less w in ter 
killin g .

tho 
am o u n t of crop from th e d ifferen t am o u n ts 
ot seed;

q u a rts or m ore w ill be w an ted daily for th e 
tab le for a m oderato fam ily. 
If th e k in d s 
are properly selected and m anaged, so as to 
give a co n tinuous an d to lerab ly re g u la r 
supply, ab o u t th re e or lo u r bushels *Aill be 
enough for th e season. 
A h u n d red bushels 
per acre is a fa ir crop, b u t 200 are o ften 
obtained. 
O n e-tw en tieth of an acre o u g h t 
to give a good fam ily supply, a n d th is 
w ould be a space one rod w ide a n d e ig h t 
ro t's long. or tw o rods w ide a n d fftttr rods

fu lly rip e th e n it w ill n o t u su ally grow 
m u ch m ore, and m ay as w ell be cut. 
lf th e 
g rain Is n o t fully grow n, tire stra w w ill bo 
w orth m ore for feeding to tire cattle. 
B efore artificial in cu b atio n cam e 
in to 
g en eral use th e F ren ch adopted a novel 
m eth o d of raisin g chickens. 
T hey selected 
tire host lay in g lions for tire p ro d u ctio n of 
tho eggs. 
T hen, as a tu rk e y can cover 
ab o u t th re e tim es as m any eggs as a lien. 
these w ere set u n d e r a tu rk e y , w hich can 
be m ade to h atch th ree sets of c h ick en s in 
a season. 
B u t th e y c a m io t set a n d care for 
chicks a t tire sam e tim e, so caponized fow ls 
are sh u t up in th e d a rk for a day or so w ith 
a few ch ick s, an d a fte r a little tim e th ey 
becom e tractab le, and w ill ta k e care of as 
m any as as tw enty-five chicks, p roving 
b e tte r n u rses an d providers th a n th o lien, 
an d are b e tte r able to defend th e chicks. 
P o tato es th a t are largo enough fo r m a r­ 
k e t iii J u ly b a a b e tte r bo sold, provided tire 
price is good. A few d a y s 'difference iii tire 
tim e ot sellin g m ay m ak e a g re a t difference 
in price. 
I t w ill pay to w atch th e m arkets. 
O ne d o llar a bushel for a crop h a lf grow n 
is b e tte r th a n fifty cen ts for a fu ll crop, be­ 
cause tire fo rm er requires less lab o r to 
h a n d le an d m akes a lig h te r d ra u g h t on th e 
resources of th e soil. 
We are o ften told th a t J u n e and Ju ly b u t­ 
te r is p rim e w hen A ugust b u tte r fails; th e n 
it grow s b e tte r in Septem ber, an d so on. 
W hy is J u n e an d Ju ly b u tte r b e tte r th a n 
A ugust b u tte r? 
B ecause th e cow s have 
gone o u t in tire fresh field and h a v e Ired 
p u re grass in abun d an ce. 
T he flow’ of m ilk 
is increased, anil we readily ch u rn b u tte r 
from it in ab o u t one-lialf th e tim e in only 
th a t is req u ired in tire w in ter tim e o r.in 
o th e r seasons. 
T his is because of th e Ju n e 
grass. T h e last of Ju ly th e feed begins to 
fail. Ju n e g rass has becom e too ripe, an d 
so m eth in g else, n o t as good, m u st ta k e its 
place. T h e d airy m an should h av e a crop 
of w in te r rye, an d feed th a t w ith h is corn 
m eal, and carry it th ro u g h th e m o n th of 
A ugust. 
Cows fail in m ilk m ore in th e 
m o n th of A ugust th an in any o th er p a rt of 
th e season. Iii th e m o n th of S eptem b er th e 
c attle are allow ed to sw eep over tire m ead­ 
ow s an d around th e corners of tire fences 
w here th e m ow ing m ach in e did n o t reach. 
T h e rem edy is to feed co n i ureal d u rin g tho 
m o n th of A ugust. 
It w ould cost a trifle 
over ono cen t per pound for feed and e x tra 
trouble, b u t th e b u tter yield w ould be k ep t 
up, 
If th e rye gets tao rip e before A ugust 
hav e a crop of clover for tho cattle. 
VV lien

It is th e opinion of m any farm ers th a t salt 
is of no benefit w hen ap p lied to h ay as it is 
tieing p u t into th e m ow iii a g reen state. 
Som e claim th a t it is a positive in ju ry , as it 
e x tra c ts a g reater am o u n t of tire proper 
ju ices an d prolongs a low er ferm en tatio n , 
th ereb y cau sin g m ore decom position th a n 
w ould oth erw ise ta te place. 
H ay cu red in 
tin s w ay W'ill usually com e o u t m ore or less 
discolored an d m usty. 
Tire b e tte r way. 
w here one has a sm all am o u n t of such a t 
one tim e, is to m ix d ry straw w ith tire hay. 
iii q u a n tity sufficient to absorb th e excess 
of m oisture, first p u ttin g a lay er of h ay an d 
a lay er of straw u n til all is used. T h e straw 
w ill be benefited as w ell as th e hay, and 
read ily consum ed by m ost k in d s of stock. 
M any farm ers cart a ll tlreir hay in green, 
o r in a condition w hich o th e rs m ig h t call 
green. 
T hey m ow th e g rass as soon as tire 
dew is m ostly off, tu rn it up once o r tw ice, 
and c a rt to th e m ow In th e aftern o o n , being 
c arefu l to keep th e su rface level, th a t th e 
hay m ay settle evenly th ro u g h o u t, claim in g 
th a t it w ill cure b etter in th is w ay th a n any 
o th er. In practicing th is m ethod, each m ow 
should be m ade as rap id ly as possible, so 
th a t too m uch ferm en tatio n c an n o t set in 
before it is com pleted. 
H ay sh o u ld be 
added every day u n til tire m ow is full, it 
should th e n be covered w ith tw’o or th ree 
le e t of straw or poor q u a lity of h ay to tak e 
up tire w ater th a t is condensed upon the 
top from th e vapor d u rin g th e h e atin g aud 
ev ap o ratin g process. It is claim ed by m any 
th a t hay p u t dow n in th is m a n n e r w ill 
keep in b etter condition th a n th a t cured in 
the usual way. 
S tone-fruit trees, as peaches, ch erries an d 
plum s, m ay be p ru n ed th is m o u th , as, in ­ 
deed, m ay also apple an d p ear trees, though 
th e la tte r w ill bear p ru n in g in M ay, or, in 
fact, alm ost any m o n th , ii th e w ork is done 
properly, 
lf signs of b lig h t are seen on th e 
pear trees or plum s, or tire yellow s on th e 
peach trees, c u to ff a ll in fected or diseased 
lim bs back to sound wood. H ave a little 
w hale-oil soap an d w ash th e c u t; also w ash 
th e k n ife and saw -blade a fte r ta c h lim b, to 
p rev en t carry in g infection, as th e re is a fu n ­ 
gus gro w th th ere w hich m a y b e only a re- 
su it ra th e r th a n a cause of th e disease, an d 
w hich w ill in o cu late sound wood as surely 
as th e cow-pox virus w ill in o cu late a m an. 
As th e re are also in d icatio n s th a t it is pro­ 
duced by th e e x h au stio n of som e of tire fer­ 
tilizin g elem en ts iii th e soil, and m ore par­ 
ticu larly of potash, apply aro u n d each tree, 
u n d er th e ends of th o branches, from five 
to tw en ty pounds, according to th e size of 
lire tree, of a fe rtilize r w hich is rich in pot­ 
ash. Use no horse m an u re, or o th er highly- 
stim u la tin g m an u re, as th ey cause a rated 
and te n d e r grow th, w hich is \e ry liable to 
be a tta ck e d by tho disease if it com es in 
co n tact in any w ay w ith th e fu n g u s from a 
diseased branch. T rain r p Hie branches of 
g rap ev in es aud th e young canes of m e rasp 
b erries an d black b erries in th e w ay they 
should go. 
See if tho fru it needs any fu r­ 
th e r th inning. 
It is usu ally difficult to g et 
it th in n e d en o u g h a t t i r e first gofug over 
Hie orchard.

President C l e v e l a n d has deeply angered 
tho Republican side of Congress by his 
close and fearless scrutiny of the private 
pension hills which 
have been 
rushed 
through w ith such reckless disregard of the 
general taxpayer. 
As was to be expected. 
the Republicans are quite ready to raise a 
false issue, if they can, by m isrepresenting 
the P resident as hostile to the soldiers as 
such. This is a very cheap order of parti­ 
sanship, and tho American people are far 
too intelligent to bo misled by it. The 
facts, as disclosed in the debate on Friday, 
arc th at several of those vetoed pension 
bills were based on claim s th at had already 
been declared bad by the Republican com­ 
missioner of pensions, Colonel D u d le y .

than 
President 
G r a n t 
signed in all the eight years of his ad­ 
m inistration.

has, at tim same tim e, conscientiously done 
his duty in exam ing each claim on its 
m erits, and where its m erits have plainly 
been poor he has had the honesty and the 
courage to veto it. Ile has done right in 
tiffs m atter. 
Til® Republicans seem to think they have. 
got hold of a first-class new' issue by in­ 
voking tile w rath of our veterans over these 
vetoed pension bills

a pension to a m an for a wound received 
w hile in the aet of deserting; another veto 
killed a bill th a t gave a pension to a m an

They ask no odds of the Cana­ 
dians, and do not desire to fish w ithin tho 
lines prohibited by the treaty. W hat they 
do ask is th a t tho governm ent shall secure 
to them their just rights under the treaty. 
They wish to be D etected am ong other 
things in their right to fish three m iles 
from shore—not three m iles from a line 
draw n from headlands which can by no 
reasonable construction,eithfcrof geography 
or of international law, be said to form 
bays and inlets. 
Various acts and moves 
m ade by tile Canadian officials since the 
issuance of the revised secret circular of 
instructions had begun to m ane it appear 
th at the governm ent at Ottaw a intended to 
Ie' the Canadian construction of the three- 
mi ie lim it go by default. But if the secre­ 
tary continues to lam ent that the British 
proposition for a commission was not ac­ 
cepted 
by 
the 
Americans, 
then 
the 
Canadians will bo more stupid than we 
take them to be if they do not insist upon 
the mo3t odious possible construction of the 
treaty, in the belief th at perseverance on 
their part and desire on the part of tho sec­ 
retary to carry bis point, will ultim ately 
secure them the commission which they 
so much desire. 
No ono doubts Secretary B a y a r d ’s good 
intentions, but. it having been settled, for 
the present at least, that there is to be no 
commission, the secretary should grace­ 
fully acquiesce, and m ake the policy of the 
country his policy. 
And there could be no 
better starting point than the present when 
both tho secretary and th e fisherm en are 
feeling well over the release of the Adams. 


QUESTIONABLE POLICY. 


Secretary B a y a r d can hardly be said to 
have used good policy in preparing some 
portions of his letter to tho owner of the 
fishing schooner David J. Adams, and we 
say this notw ithstanding tho final release 
oil th a t vessel. His iteration and reitera­ 
tion of his belief th at a m istake was m ade 
when the Senate failed to endorse his plan 
for a commission m erely encourages the 
Canadian officials to go on in their obnoxious 
course, hoping thereby to compel the Amer­ 
icans to consent, at last, to their and Secre­ 
tary B a y a r d ’s 
call for a commission. 
Telling the Am erican 
fishermen, as he 
virtually does, th at they have only them ­ 
selves to blame for annoyance at the hands 
of the Canadian governm ent, because they 
did not happen to favor his ideas of effect­ 
ing a settlem ent, neither helps the secre­ 
tary nor changes the opinion of the fisher­ 
m en.

If 
we were as cager to see tho British Em pire 
go to pieces as so m any of the Tories were 
to see our Union broken up tw enty-three 
years ago, tlio last thing we should w ish to 
see would be a reconciliation of Ireland and 
England 
Let S a lis b u r y ' try tw enty years 
more of brute force, if lie knows no better 
and E ngland is w illing to let hun, and tho 
first gun of her next war with Russia will 
bo the signal for th a t very "dism em ber­ 
m ent of tim em pire” which Tories profess 
them selves so anxious to prevent. If Amer­

WHAT IS MEANT BY "REFORM’’! 


A good deal of tho confusion which per­ 
vades tho current discussion about reform 
is due to the different m eanings attached to 
the word "reform ” by tile different dis­ 
putants, 
The reform dem anded by tho 
Dem ocratic party, and first decreed by the 
people in tho election of President T il d e n , 
in 1870, was reform of gross abuses in high 
as well as low places; the sweeping out of 
the Augean stables into w hich tho Repub­ 
lican party had turned nearly every depart­ 
m ent of the governm ent. 
This was con­ 
fessed by em inent Republicans in public 
speeches th a t are m em orable. 
In tho last year but one of their twenty- 
four 
years of 
adm inistration 
the 
Re­ 
publicans pretended to m eet and answer 
this dem and for reform by the rassage of 
the civil service a c t But th a t did not 
m eet it at all. T hat act applies only to the 
subordinate officials, and it was not ex­ 
clusively or especially in the lower but in 
the higher places th at corruption and fraud 
bad flourished. Mr. T i l d e n ’)? definition of 
tile nature of tne reform required, the 
definition of it on which lie was elected 
w ith a popular m ajority of a quarter of a 
m illion votes, was as follows: 
Two evils Infest the official service of the Fed­ 
eral government—one Is tile prevalent and demor­ 
alizing notion that the public service exists not for 
the business and benefit of tho whole people, bat 
for the interest of the officeholders, who aru, in 
truth, but the servants of the people. Under the 
Influence of this pernicious error public em ploy­ 
ments have been m ultiplied,the number* of those 
gathered into the ranks of officeholders ha'' • 
been steadily increased beyond any Possible r 


attirement of the public business, w hile ineffi­ 
ciency, peculation, fraud, and m alversation of the 
publio funds, from tho highest places of power to 
the low est, have overspread the whole service 
lute a leprosy. 
The other evil is th e organization of the official 
clast Into a body of political m ercenaries, govern­ 
ing the caucuses and dictating the nominations 
of their own party, and attempting to carry the 
elections of the people by undue influence and 
by imm ense cormptlon-funds, system atically col­ 
lected from the salaries or fees of office-holders. 
T his was an adm irable definition of tho 
things to bo reform ed, and Mr. T il d en 
w ent on to state how their reform m ust be 
accomplished. "The first stew,” said he, 
"in reform is th e elevation of the standard 
by w hich the appointing power selects 
agents to execute official trusts. N ext in 
im portance is a conscientious fidelity in the 
exercise of the authority to hold to account 
and displace untrustw orthy or incapable 
subordinates.” 
T hat was the kind of reform dem anded 
by tho Democracy and by Hie people in 
187C. It is the same th at was called for by tho 
people again in 1884. The Republican civil 
service act of 1883 in no way filled tho 
bill. It sim ply confirmed the Republicans 
in their offices, and made it next to imnossi- 
for a reform adm inistration to thoroughly 
purge the public service of tho evils so long 
com plained of, As Senator V a n c e well 
and forcibly nut it in the Senate: 


The corruption of which tho country com­ 
plained and ha* complained for some tw enty 
year* wa* not among tho clas* of official* who 
were covered by that bill. No outcry had ever 
bern raised against the poor clerks, copyists mid 
messenger* of the departments. 
The stench 
which for year* had assailed the nostrils of the 
nation had in every Instance been created b7 
those who had bc*n nominated to their offices hy 
the President and appointed by and with the ad­ 
vice and consent of the Senate. Tito thousand 
minnows 
which 
swam 
through 
tile 
water, 
however 
they 
may 
liavo 
dis­ 
ported 
them selves. 
had 
never 
been 
able to cause a ripple on Its surface; It was tho 
whales and the sharks which lashed the waters 
Into tury and tore the nets of the law into shreds. 
The operations of the Black Friday conspirators. 
Credit Mob'lier thieves;w hiskey rings,freedm en’* 
savings banks robbers, Sanborn contracts, star* 
Tonto contracts, and such other like pjojects of 
villainy were the things that alarmed tho honest 
sentim ent of the country and called for reform. 
The civil service act of 1883 was not a re­ 
form of these thiugs. If, indeed, the corrup­ 
tion had been am ong the m inor officials th a t 
act confirmed them iii their places. 
B ut it 
was not principally there, but higher up. 
and there the act did not reach. To the 
higher places, however, the Republicans 
say that the spirit, if not the letter of the 
act, ought to apply. T hat is to say, all the 
rascals, big as well as little, ought to be 
kept in office. T hat is w hat they under­ 
stand to be reform . But th at is not reform 
as the Dem ocratic party understands it, nor 
is it the reform for which a m ajority of the 
people voted first in 1876. and again in 
1884. It is well to understand 
exactly 
w hat is m eant by the word reform . The 
civil service is still to bo reform ed. It is 
still full of the men who were th e bene­ 
ficiaries, the agents and the tools of the 
scandals which so long disgraced tho gov­ 
ernm ent under Republican rule.

J a m e s M a d iso n , one of the first states­ 
m en and best Am ericans of his day. puts 
tile samo idea in shorter form, thus: "No 
iree country has over been w ithout parties, 
which are a natural offspring of freedom .” 
Boston’s young Fourth of July orator for 
1886 can get some valuable points from the

is not doing w hat he ought to do; th a t he 
has violated his word; th a t they know w hat 
should be done, w hile the secretary does 
not, and, in short, th at they m ust be con 
suited and obeyed and their wishes acqui­ 
esced in, or there will be a row.

That was all lie knew 
about polities, and they came near knock­ 
ing him o u ttliat year.” 
I then called General Grosvenor’,* atten­ 
tion to tile three men whom I had denoted 
in some correspondence as the Dem ocratic 
leaders—Carlisle, Morrison and R andall— 
and asked him if Carlisle was not tho su­ 
perior of tho other two. 
"T hat m an Carlisle,” said Grosvernor, "is 
tho fairest speaker I have over known in 
either legislative or congressional life 
While I believe him to be a narrow man 
and bitter partisan, yet it would be impossi­ 
ble for a stranger coming into Congress, 
and sitting thoro for a week, to know whicli 
side of Hie House Carlisle belonged to. 
He 
sirs up there, not so much as a speaker as 
he seem s to be a .uulge.” 
Said I: "W hich of Hie two other men do 
you give the palm to for squareness, and 
m oaning Randall or M orrison?” 
‘'Morrison. I do not think either Morri­ 
son or Randall come anyw here near the 
tallest crop of men. N either of them can 
be called an accomplished m an, eitiier by 
reading, or oratory, or m anners. But Mor­ 
rison is more representative of his party 
than Randall. 
Randall depends on the Re­ 
publicans for his successes, and you will 
sec in a clay or two th at we shall leave him 
high and dry. 
We voted solidly as a party, 
or nearly so, against tinkering with the 
tariff, and th at victory which Randall ob­ 
tained lias apparently made him think that 
we are going to support his tariff biff, which 
ho lias brought in to offset M orrison’s. He 
will bo very m uch astonished w hen we 
come to vote. ’’ 
Said I: "W hat do you think of Mrs. Cleve­ 
land since you have seen her?” 
"I think she is a fine girl. 
Sho looks as 
well as any woman of her age could do 
w ith such surroundings, and bears herself 
asw ell. I am one of trio Republicans who 
feel glad th a t Cleveland lins m arried, and 
m arried a woman of pure character and 
education, and grace befitting Hie Presi­ 
dent’s house. The President occupied an 
unfortunate position iii tho last cam paign, 
w ith the scars of an old scandal clinging to 
him. His m arriage hasb een like another 
baptism .” 
"Do you think it will have any perm anent 
effec t upon him ?” 
"Oh! yes, I think it will have some effect, 
perhaps such as m arriage has on men in 
general. W hat I liko about it is the public 
effect. It gives to men and women w ho go 
to the W hite House a clean, fresh atm os­ 
phere to sec there an ageeable woman, not 
averse to society, as Cleveland has been, 
but fulfilling the duties of the hostess, and 
creating in this city a better social atmos­ 
phere. It is pretty hard to take a m an of 
C leveland’s ago and alter Isis habits. Ile 
will, I suppose®, go occasionally down the 
river fishing w ith his boon friends, and 
throw off ins cares and have a good tim e.

He is still living somewhere 
in Europe, probably floating lam e enter­ 
prises again, aud going through tho motions 
of a millionaire. 
"In one of Shorwiu’s operations in a large 
land grant cafe in Colorado ho had for an 
assistant this Mr. Sheldon, who is now the 
husband of the other sister. Sheldon had 
been one of a firm of lyceum and lecture 
agents in Chicago, and lie m ade the ac­ 
quaintance of tho fam ily when tho m other 
went there to be put down on the lecture 
list, and to have engagement!* made for 
her. 
After Sheldon cot out w ith Sherwin 
iii the far West, he discovered th at the m an 
was a i ollow fraud, and was practising not 
only upon the fam ily he hail become allied 
with, but upon tho general public. Shel­ 
don saw th at to save him self from misap­ 
prehension 
lie 
could 
lese 
no 
titno 
in 
thoroughly exposing Sherwin. 
Ho 
therefore nut him self in com m unication 
w ith the Hollanders who had purchased 
this grant arni advised them tosell without 
delay. In that way they were able to save 
perhaps three-quarters of their largo invest­ 
m ents in the grant w ithout 
losing the 
whole sufti of nnniey they had put in. They 
tuck : fancy to Sheldon, aud m ade him an 
agent to make purchases for them . He was 
finally given control of a vory large am ount

He now lives in London, where 
he is engaged iu Am erican sales, agencies, 
etc. Ho and his wife are both very peculiar 
people, som ewhat visionary, quito inde­ 
pendent, ami the wife is now in New York, 
and has taken a hand in lecturing, while 
Sneldon is in London. Thcv are together a 
part ot tile time, I u t w henever she sees a 
them e which seems to her interesting she 
goes iii pursuit ot it. She is now going to 
w rite a novel or som ething of th at kind 
upon Sam Houston and the settlem ent of 
Texas. When her translation cam e out in 
E ngland it was “supposed to he the work 
of a m an, and shared tho usual fate of a 
m an’s literary ventures.”

of the rigners of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, executed In oil, on pasteboard. 
T hey are nearly a foot high and ten inches 
wide, and in plain gilt frames, looking at 
onco crude and characteristic. Nobody can 
find out who m ade them ,or w hat they were 
m ade for. I w ent to a book store in P hila­ 
delphia, where I had found somo good 
things generally purchased at auction or 
private sale, and tho boy present showed 


me these pictures, which, a t the tim e, had 
no frames, 
Ha refused to sell a single one, 
but offered them all at a dollar apiece 
Said I: "W here do thev come fronV?" 
"A respectable-looking 
m an 
brought 
them to this store," said he, 
‘and offered 
them for sale. His appearance and dross 
were a guarantee against him having got 
them in any dishonest way. He looked 
like a respectable person in some fam ily 
which had, perhaps, been compelled to sell 
the collections of form er years. He did 
not give any nam e, and hero are tao pic­ 
tures.” 
A year or two afterw ard I wont to the 
sam e store, and the boy complained th at tie 
had lot me have tho pictures at the price 
ho had given. He had found some custom ­ 
ers subsequently who would have raised 
my figure, as tho poker players would say. 
I formed the idea th at tlieso pictures 
m ight have been painted from other origi­ 
nals, w ith the idea of publishing the life of 
the signers of the D eclaration of Indepen­ 
dence. Several books upon those subjects 
have appeared, such as "SandArson’s Lives 
of tho Signers.” Eacli of these pictures has 
on tho back of it the nam e of tho subject, 
w ith tim date of his birt!) and death. For 
instance, here is John Hancock, born 1737, 
died 1703. Ho was, therefore, born five 
years after W ashington, and died at the com­ 
m encem ent of W ashington’s second term . 
Tho portrait is no grept work of art, and yet 
it has som ething about it alm ost sugges­ 
tive of having been painted from life. You 
perceive a m an witli powdered hair, which 
seems to fall in a curl upon tho shoulder; 
lie has well-arched eyebrows, a nose straight 
and som ew hat warm tow ard the nostrils, 
and his head seems a little crouched down, 
as if he wanted neck. If you never had seen 
a picture of Hancock, and were asked w hat 
m ight bo the business of th a t m an, you 
would probably repiv th at he was the rec­ 
tor of some English church, or possibly ono 
of the early English preachers in America, 
who had come out from E ngland; yet 
looking again you would rather wonder 
th a t a person of his wary eyes aud refine­ 
m ent was in the ranks of m ere ecclesias­ 
tics. 
C harles W ilson Pecle. 
By tho way, I spent two years of m y 
childhood in the very town where Charles 
Wilson Beele wns born and brought up, and 
in an adjacent county of the sam e peninsula 
Robert Morris passed his youth. 
It is the 
old eastern shore of M aryland, which one 
would visit now w ith disappointm ent, I 
suppose, because tie would so seldom find 
the 
colonial 
antiquities 
no 
expects. 
A nother generation having come iD, which 
plants peaches, raises vegetables for the 
great m arkets, and is pushing and thrifty, 
and not very fond of reading 
You occa­ 
sionally find th at rare product in tho State 
of D elaw are—a full-grown young m an, in 
good society, m akes it a boast th at be 
bad never read a book through. 
I can 
recollect tw enty years back, just at the 
close of tho war, hearing some young man 
of very vigorously expressed opinions, say­ 
ing in a public coach, th a t he was not 
asham ed to say ttiat he had no respect for a 
nigger. In the little place of Chestertown, 
Charles Wilson Beele was a saddler before 
the revolutionary war. At th a t date A nna­ 
polis was one of the most im portant towns 
in all the colonies, because M aryland was a 
com paratively populous State, having more 
inhabitants than New 
York. Annapolis 
seemed a fine little capital, had its large 
houses iii which the rich 
planters like 
Jam es Carroll resided, and it had a theatre, 
anet som ething of a college. There being 
no Baltim ore to sneak of in those days, (he 
roads from V irginia trenUed tow aid An­ 
napolis, w hich 
seem ed 
the jumping-off 
place as you went northw ard on the Chesa­ 
peake. So General W ashington crossed at 
tim es from Annapolis to the eastern shore, 
in order to get to P hiladelphia and the 
north* Tho roads on the western side of 
the bay were abom inable, w ith yellow clay 
soil on the eastern shore. There was a pro­ 
portion of sand in tho soil, which m ade Hie 
roads hard and bad ; somo m arl and shell 
assisted in this/ W ashington’s diary con­ 
tained an 
eventful 
account of one of 
his 
passages from Annapolis 
to Rook 
Hall, w herein 
he nearly lost hrs life. 
In Chestertow n was the saddler, Beele. 
Ho would occasionally paint a sign for a 
tavern, and he developed into a portrait 
painter, and travelled around the country 
painting for planters and m erchants, and if 
nny of them were of distinguished services 
he would, perhaps, paint ono portrait for 
which they paid, and another which he 
would keep. In this way ho collected the 
basis 
of 
his 
mu seru rn, 
which 
he 
first 
established 
in 
th e 
city 
of 
Baltim ore. 
I 
think, 
though 
it 
m ay 
have been put down at Philadelphia, aud 
theu rem oved to Baltim ore. There was a 
Gecle’s m useum in both those cities, and in 
my early days I recollect going through the 
m useum and seeing the alange pictures on 
the wall of Indians, generals and patriots. 
These old portraits are to be found through 
the Southern States to the present day, 
though they often are sold at rustic auctions, 
and are bought for a few cents. They then 
again becom e housed som ewhere for a gen­ 
eration. and gravitate again to tho auction 
rooms, until at last, perhaps, tho young m an 
of tile house, who has got a box and colors, 
paints over tho top of th e patriot a picture 
of his m am m a. 
W ashington College unit lio b e rt M orris. 
A fter W ashington becam e a groat m an, 
the State of M aryland concluded to have a 
university, and they tho u g h t it w ould be a 
wise thing to span th e bay w ith i t So thev 
put one end of it down at Annapolis, and 
the other end over at Chestertow n, distant 
some forty miles. T he Chestertow n end 
they called W ashington College, and the 
Annapolis end they called St. Jo h n ’s Col­ 
lege. 
As a little chan of eight or nine 
years I attended this W ashington College 
two 
years. 
Now all th at surrounding 
country 
is blooming 
witli 
bud, 
and 
there are canning factories where the 
wild duck fiy. In the town lived Jam es 
Alfred Pearco, a most gracious and graceful 
looking m an, who was U nited States sena­ 
tor, and he rode w ith Abraham Lincoln to 
liis first inauguration, a rath er pleasing 
tiling in Hie history of M aryland, w hich at 
th at tim e was all torn up w ith tho instinct 
for secession. This quiet Whig, who per­ 
haps thought tho evil days hail come upon 
the country, still did His duty and rode 
w ith 
the 
future 
m an 
of 
grief 
and 
history the length of Pennsylvania avenue, 
when, perhaps, m urderers wore 
almost- 
touching the carriage wheels. 
A county 
or two below Chesterton was tho hom e of 
Robert Morris. 
He was an English boy, 
whoso father is said to have been killed by 
the firing of a salute upon one of ids ves­ 
sels when it had returned to Europe. Robert 
was sent to Philadelphia to learn to be a 
m erchant, and lie was ono of tho first of our 
young m erchant clerks who developed a 
genius for speculation. 
He made a turn in 
flour in the abseneeof his employers greatly 
to their profit and surprise, and ho became 
in tim e a m em ber of the firm, and a m er­ 
chant on his own account, the firm being 
Morris & W illing. 
T hat W illing, the 
partner of Robert Morris, was an ancestor 
of tile m other of Secretary Bayard. Liko 
all speculators who tried too m uch, Morris 
finally ruined himself, aud was sent to the 
debtor’s prison. 
But ho rvas not alone in 
tins m ishap, fo rju d g e Wilson of the United 
States Supreme Court was caught in somo 
of M orns’ land speculations, and also sat on 
tile bench a bankrupt, owing his liberty 
from prison, perhaps, only to Ids United 
States commission. It was considered a 
great scandal at th at tim e, tor Wilson was 
the ablest law yer at the tim e of the revolu­ 
tion on tho W hig side. 
He was a native of 
Scotland, and had all the large practice 
about Philadelphia. 
Ho drifted off iii 
m isery ami despairtoN orth Carolina, where 
he ended his days at Edenton, where lived 
his col league. Justice Iredell. 
Tlio clews to these nam es go off iii every 
direction. You are led by the nam e of Beele 
down the line of art; the last im portant 
picture of W ashington was painted by Rem­ 
brandt Peele, the son of tho saddler; on the 
other hand, you are led down the m ercan­ 
tile line to very rem ote conclusions. For 
instance. William Bingham arose as a m er­ 
chant som ewhat upon the basis of Morris 
and W illing, and A lexander H am ilton at­ 
tracted attention to Morris, and recom­ 
m ended him to General W ashington for 
secretary 
of 
the 
treasury. 
W illiam 
Bingham 
attained 
the 
largest fortune 
known 
iu 
America 
in 
tho 
W ash­ 
ingtonian 
tim e, 
am ounting 
to 
over 
$l,20o,000. Ho bad one daughter, who ran 
off with a French titled rout, who had first 
kept hor out over night, until tho scandal 
m ade Philadelphia wild; and ho had an­ 
other daughter who m arried Francis Baring 
of the banking firm, from one side of which 
is descended Laloucliere, tile English edi­ 
tor and politician. Young Baring cam e out 
to America to establish commissions and 
m ake investm ents. His father told him to 
obey two of his injunctions—first, not to buy 
any la n d ; and next, n ot to m arry an Ameri­ 
can girl. He disobeyed in both respects- At 
tho City of Mexico, he was taken up witli 
the idea th at the irrigated region about it 
would (hake great vegetable and fruit 
farms, and there he S ink a great deal of 
money, and he replenished him self by m ar­ 
rying Bingham 's daughter. Bingham was 
descended from an old Q uaker blacksmith. 
(. inc spur of this family is now a m em ber of 
Congress from Philadelphia—H arry Bing­ 
ham . Miss Bingham brought a fortune to 
lier husband, and she was the leader of 
Philadelphia society. 
Bingham him self 
w ent 
to 
the 
U nited 
States 
Senate, 
w here I think he was one of tho first 
m em oers under 
the Constitution. 
He 
lies buried at Balli, Eng., and the tablet 
is put up there to Isis memory by the Bar­ 
ings. It was through this m an. I suspect, 
that the Barings got til® Am erican account 
to keop tor our governm ent, which was 
only taken away from them w hen General 
G rant became president. I havo no books 
by me to verify the belief, but it seems to 
nio th at Bingham ’s wifo had been a Miss 
W illing.

Falls Far Out at Sea. 


dAN F rancisco, Ju ly 1 2 —The steam er 
Alam ada, which arrived yesterday from 
A ustralia, brines particulars of tho fearful 
volcanic eruptions in New Zealand last 
m onth, and which are among the most 
destructive in the world’s history. 
The 
first report of volcanic eruption cam e from 
Taranga, in the Auc&land lake district. 
The 
natives 
of 
th at 
village 
were 
aw akened at 2 a. rn. by repeated vivid 
flashes of lightning, which continued at 
rapid intervals up to 4 a. rn., when a tre­ 
m endous earthquake 
occurred, followed 
quickly 
by' 
others. 
The 
earthquakes 
continued 
to 
follow 
one 
another 
in 
quick succession up to 7 a. rn., when 
a leaden-colored cloud was seen advanc­ 
ing from the south, spreading out until 
it covered the sky. 
W hile still m oving it 
burst 
w ith the sound of thunder, and 
shortly afterw ards showers of Alio 
dust 
began failing. 
For tho tirst tim e in tradition tho extinct 
volcano of R uapehu was aw akened into 
activity. 
The entire country, over an ex ten t 120 
m iles long by tw enty broad, was nothing 
but a mass of flame and hot, crum bling 
soil, w hich in places rose to a height of 4000 
feet, capped at the highest point by the 
Tekoplia geyser, said to have been one of 
the grandest in tho world. 
N um erous sm all native villages were 
totally destroyed. W airora, a place of about 
126 inhabitants, was covered to a depth of 
ten feet w ith dust and ashes. 
One hundred 
and seventy persons are known to have lost 
their lives, among whom were 
several 
English residents. 
Tho loss of cattle starved to death from 
the destruction of pastures by the dust is 
very 
heavy, and 
great distress exists 
throughout all A uckland lake district. In 
m ost cases whero bodies were found they 
were dead. 
At tho date of departure of the steam er 
from A uckland 
tho volcanoes w ere still 
very active, and the tem perature of th e hot 
lakes was increasing. 
As soon as tho news 
of tho fearful occurrence was received at 
A uckland, the governm ent 
agent mado 
preparations to go to tho relief of the suffer­ 
ers. 
W agons were chartered and filled 
w ith provisions and clothing. 
The sight am ong the m ountains is grand. 
Flashes of lightning, peals of thunder and 
shocks of earthquake follow in quick suc­ 
cession. Tho violence of the earthquakes 
led tho people to th in k the island had blown 
up and would sink in the sea. The sensa­ 
tion experienced is said to have been he- 
yond description. 
Aftor the first earthquake the inhabitants 
rushed about in all directions. W hen tho 
second chock was felt the entire country 
was lit up by the glare from the volcano, 
which had suddenly hurst forth. The scene 
was as grand as it was awful. 
A great 
volum e of smoke, illum ined w ith flames, 
sim ultaneously hurst forth over tho range 
of m ountains sixty m iles in length, and 
above the flames could be seen balls of 
fire, 
presenting 
tile 
appearance 
of 
m eteors chasing one another along the sky. 
All vegetation is destroyed, and the aspect 
of tho country is entirely changed. Blue 
lake 
and R otakakahi have been trans­ 
formed into m ud baths, aud nearly all tho 
buildings bio crushed in by falling mud. At 
our place Snow’s Tem perance H all and the 
two principal hotels and nearly all other 
buildings in town are wrecked. Tho house 
occupied by Mrs. Hazard and hor fam ily 
was borne down by the w eight of debris. 
Mrs. H azard was dug out alive, but four of 
her children wore found dead beside lier. 
kibr husband is missing. 
Tile captain of the steam ship Southern 
Cross, who arrived at Auckland. June 18, 
reports having felt at sea the eifect of the 
earthquake and 
volcanic 
disturbances. 
He says th at on tho m orning of Juno 
lo. 
the 
day 
following 
tho 
one 
on 
which the earthnuake occurred, he experi­ 
enced a downfall of dust, which continued 
three hours. From 6 to IO o’clock 'n tho 
m orning there 
was complete darkness, 
with balls of lire playing around 
tho 
rigging 
and 
m asthead. 
A 
terrible 
gale 
suddenly 
sprang 
un 
which 
carried 
away 
all 
his 
canvas. 
Tho 
men on hoard were unable to stand the 
blinding showers of sand, and the captain 
ordered tho vessel about anil stood away to 
the north, but not until l l o’clock the next 
day did lie get clear of it- Telegraphic re­ 
ports received from nearly all points in 
Now Zealand show th at earthquakes al­ 
ways prevailed during the same period.

"I have had some novel experiences, mid 
some narrow escapes, too, since I began to 
pull tile th ro ttle of an engine. I stand be­ 
fore you, though, w ithout a scratch, ex­ 
cept a patclied-up arm .” 
Rolling up Ills sleevo ho exposed to view 
an arm th at looked, judging from the scar 
th at rem ained, as if it was at one tim e a 
very useful factor in pulling the lever of a 
locomotive. 
"T h at was nearer a serious accident than 
any I’ve ever been in,” continued The narra­ 
tor, "b u t th at ain ’t w hat I was going to tell 
you about.” 
After tile listeners had ex­ 
p o s e d their desire to hear hts story, lie re­ 
filled his pipo, aud, after deliberating a few 
m inutes, said: 
"It was on Hie Baltimore & Ohio, about 
forty m iles out of Toledo. O., that the acci­ 
dent, or to lie more correct as to the nature 
of it, I will say incident, occ irred, for I 
can t say th at it was an accident at all. 
It was 
the 
m ost novel, funny, and at 
the same tim e most dangerous experi­ 
ence th at I ever witnessed. 
The place I 
speak 
of 
was 
called—let 
me 
see—it 
was callod the "M aiden’s creok,” and was 
a very beautiful place to the tourist and 
pleasure-seeker, but 
a 
very form idable 
place to the engineer who had as many as 
forty cars to pull. The 
M aiden’s creek 
was spanned by a trestle about IOO yards hi 
length, and it was approached from tho 
north by a grade of H o feet, about two and 
a half miles in length, and one of about tho 
samo length, and steep iii proportion, to 
ascend on leaving the creek. To an engi­ 
neer with a m oderately loaded train follow­ 
ing him , it was necessary th at ho got a good 
start on his descent, in order to be able to 
clear the grade on the other side. We had 
orders from headquarters not to approach 
any 
trestle in 
general, and 
tins one 
in 
particular, 
at 
a 
greater 
speed 
than twenty m iles an hour. 
W ell, now, it 
would have been utterly impossible to go 
over th at hill with an im petus of tw enty 
m iles per hour from tho other side. 
As we 
were approaching this place, one night, my 
firem an said to me, ‘George, you’ll havo to 
give ’er steam, or we’ll cam p over yonder 
on th at hill, as sure as preachin’.’ ‘I know 
th a t,’ said I, ’and I'm going to let her roll.’ 
And I did let her roll, as sure as you’re bom. 
W e went down th at grade at th e rate of 
forty m iles an hour, or we didn’t go a foot. 
We just 
fairly 
slid down. 
I 
hardly 
knew when 
the 
trestle was 
reached, 
we went 
over so 
quickly. 
The 
first 
thing I rem em ber was, we wore about 
half way up tho grade on the other side 
going about fifty m iles an hour. I thong); t 
we were clim bing n u llity easy. but I had a 
brand-new twelve-wheeler, and I attributed 
it to that. Finally J made tho top of tho 
grade, and started down another. Some­ 
thing told m e th a t som ething was wrong, 
but I couldn’t see anything. I was let­ 
ting her roll down the grade a t aboutlifteen 
or tw enty an hour, aud as th a t ‘som ething’ 
kept telling m e th at som ething was tho 
m atter, I sent m y firem an back over the 
cars to see if anything was the m at­ 
ter, 
sure 
enough. 
W hen 
he crossed 
tw elve boxes he came to a halt. Wo 
had been 
disconnected. 
By this tim e 
we were at a standstill. This was a pre­ 
dicam ent! About half way to the bottom 
of a steep grade, in the dark, disconnect od, 
not know’ing w hether the other part of the 
train was coming down on us, or whether 
it had failed to come over and had gone 
back the other way! We hadn’t long to 
wait, however, tor all at onco we heard a 
terrible rattling, and then I know th at it 
was the detached part of the train th at had 
m anaged to get over tho grade, and was 
com ing down on us! .W hat m ust I do? It 
would not do to stand still and let the wild 
train in its m ad rush over my engine, 
w hich would have m eant certain destruc­ 
tion. 
In 
the 
m eantim e, 
my trusty 
firem an 
had 
gotten 
off 
and 
was 
going 
back 
to 
discover 
if 
lie could 
see or hear anything. So it was he who 
yelled to me: ‘Fly! Out-run it! It is a 
iiox-car!’ I caught his m eaning and took in 
th e situation in a second, and iii another one 
was going down at a fearful rush, pursued 
by th at em pty box car. W hile going down 
I thought of a plan by which I could stop 
tho car w ithout serious damage. I would 
run just a little slower than it, and«by th a t 
m eans let it overtake me. This plan worked 
adm irably. Tho car caught up w ith me 
ju st before I reached tho foot of the grade, 
and the connection was so slight that it was 
scarcely perceptible. After chocking up and 
com ing to a standstill I found that I was 
still in a fix. W here was the rem ainder 
of Hie train? 
For it 
was 
plain th at 
we were in three sections instead of two. 
After w aiting there about ten m inutes I 
saw tho balance of the train coining slowly 
down tho grade w ith two or three of tile 
crew holding their lights, not know ing 
w hat m inute they would rim into the box 
car, or my engine. They came on down, 
however, and we coupled up again and 
finished our trip w ithout any more acci­ 
dents. 
"B ut I havo often thouglft,” continued 
the old engineer, "th at Was the most novel, 
as well as the most dangerous way of get­ 
ting over a grade that lo v e r heard of. 
I 
could not do it again in a thousand years 
w ithout sm ashing up property, and proba­ 
bly sacrifice life. Could I, boys?” 
The unanim ous answer was: 
"You are right, you couldn’t.”

Major Sm ith and Colonel Sykes came into 
town last evening, w ith a big story about a 
storm in which it rained lizards th a t they 
had passed through a few evenings before 
on the Laram ie plains.

T ho reason assigned a t th a t tim e 
w as th a t M av w as th e u n lu ck y m onth of 
w eddings, and ra th e r th an w ait u n til Ju n e 
th e ev en ts of tile m arriage season w ere til us 
crow ded in to one w eek. T his idea ot M ai­ 
ls likew ise of 
very an cien t origin,

W alter Scott, in w ritin g of tho custom , 
says: 
"T ho S cottish people, even of th e 
b e lte r ran k , avoid m arriag e in tho m onth 
of May, w hich gen eral season of flowers and 
breezes b right, in o th er respects; appear so 
peculiarly fav o rab le for th a t purpose.”

Life of a Scout Who Was 
W ith Davy Crockett. 


Thrilling Experiences of Incle Jimmy 


Cannon in the Indian Country. 


Story of How He Received Maudy 
Mortimer at Pueblo. 


[D enver Newt.1 
Last night a News reporter confronted a 
m an who has probably led a more perilous 
life than any other hum an being. It was 
Uncle Jim m y Cannon, well know n to the 
early pioneers of Colorado, and who was 
w ithin the present lim its of the State prob­ 
ably before any other living American witli 
tile possible exception of Major Jim Baker. 
Since the age of (5 years Uncle Jim m y has 
led a charm ed life, encountering th ■ most 
dean I y 
perils, wounded often and w ith 
no expectation 
of 
recovery, but 
each 
tim e 
pulling 
through; 
captured 
by 
Indians, 
sold 
frequently as 
a 
slave, 
the rescuer of two w hite girls, oho of 
thorn at th e stake to be burned to death 
, when saved; journeying thousands of miles 
on expeditions am ong hostile tribes, his 
life, if published in full, would m ake a book 
which would put the wildest Indian novel 
to shame. 
Uncle Jim m y, as lie is called by his 
-friends, is but ZIC. years old, but be m ight 
readily be m istaken for one tw entv years 
further advanced on tho road of life. His 
hair and beard are alm ost white, and there 
is a worn look about his face, but bis coun­ 
tenance is still ruddy, probably tile result of 
long years of exposure to the clim ate of. the 
plains. 
Another nam e for Uncle Jim iny is 
the Alamo Boy,” duo to the tact th at lie 
escaped from 
T h e M i t i i a r r r o f t i l e A l n u i n , 
He aud a little girl, who afterw ards became 
Sirs. Nickerson, were the only two sur­ 
vivors of th at dreadful slaughter, he being 
a boy of 6 at the tim e and she a girl of 2. 
Since th a t day lie has been on the border, 
educated among tho Indians, and speaking 
the language oi several of th eir tribes, but 
unable to either read or write. 
"Yes.” said be. in answ er to a question 
lrom tho News reporter, "I was one of tho 
only two who escaped from tho Alamo mas­ 
sacre on the dav th a t I >avy Crockett and so 
m any others were killed. My folks bad 
moved from K entucky to Texas only a 
short tim e before the massacre, and I was ti 
years old at the time. I rem em ber it and 
the events of my subsequent activity very 
well, however. 
I 
was sold to the Co­ 
m anches. and during my 
stay of six 
m onths with them I underw ent the cap­ 
tivity punishm ent,which consisted in being 
struck on the head with tho chief’s club, a 
stick about a foot in length, split and un­ 
even at tho end, by every woman in tho 
village each evening. Some used to strike 
hard and otiiers were kind hearted and let 
me off easy. but I heartily wished I was 
dead. 
"W hen I made my escape from the Sho­ 
shones was iii 1842. We were camped at 
H enry’s Forks, beyond the m ain tango, 
northw est of here, near th e head waters of 
tho Arkansas. Tile report was brought in 
th a t people were seen with the poles of their 
tepees turning round, and I kneiv th at this 
m eant th a t they were w hites w ith wagons, 
the turning round referring to the w heels, 
and I determ ined to escape. I secured tile 
best boise I could pick out and started tor 
the Arkansas river, which I followed down, 
hoping to m eet some whites, I had but four 
arrow san d witli them I shot the sage rab­ 
bits as, I knew tlioy were sm all and could 
not get away with the arrows. I followed 
the river down until I cam e to tho nearest 
trading post, which was th at of Colonel 
M ortim er in Aikausas. I was a m onth in 
m aking tho trio. 
Iliad to avoid liostile In­ 
dians all the way and could not m ake a lire 
to cook my rabbits, which I ate raw. 
We camped at tho C athedral Springs, 
where a party was made up to m ake a raid 
upon the Mexicans. There were l Jtj in tlie 
party, including a guide nam ed Bolly. 
We 
first determ ined to m ake ours everything 
w e could find. 
We m arched tow ard the 
Rio Fiero. Near w hat is called tho W ater 
Holes we were m et by the M exicans, who 
were fully 3000 iii num ber. 
T h e y S u r r o u n d e d T h, 
and after a hard fight we were overpowered 
aud forty-five of us who had not been killed 
w ere m ade prisoners. 'Hie Mexicans took 
our good horses, and placing us on their 
poor ones wo took up our m arch to the 
Nueces river, w hich we reached by night. 
We were hound, but duping th e n ig h t Im an- 
Bged to loosen m yself ami a man nam ed 
Johnny Kelly, but we were soon discovered 
and rebouud. 
"In Hie m orning w’o were m ade to pull 
the black beans. Tins consisted in m ixing 
black and w hite beans in an arroya dish 
and allowing us to draw from these. The 
m an who drew- a black Pean was lo be shot, 
and the m an who got a w hite one to escape. 
•'Fifteen drew blank beans, and thirty, in­ 
cluding myself, white ones. The fifteen 
were then shot in front of us. and their 
bodies as they fell were rolled into the 
Nueces river. 
"Johnny Kelly refused to kneel, and stood 
cursing the Mexicans after six balls had 
passed through his body. The captain of 
the Mexicans then stepped un and, placing 
Jus carbine at the back of K elly’s head, shot 
him down. 
"The rest of us were then paroled on tak ­ 
ing the oatli of allegiance, a prayer-book 
being passed down the line for us to kiss. 
T hen wo were allowed to go after every­ 
thing in tliew 'ay o f clothing worth taking 
th a t had been removed from our bodies. 
"I knew that the Mexicans would follow’ 
th e party and kill us, so instead of keeping 
w ith the others, shortly after leaving I 
dodged into the tall bottom grass and con­ 
cealed myself. 
Bolly did the same. 
We 
were none too soon, however, as we heard 
the firing by which every oilier man in the 
party was killed. 
"W e stayed concealed until night, when 
we struck off by a different trail, going by 
tile Las M uscliatte river, but first visiting 
tile w ater holes into which I had thrown 
niy gun and am m unition before we had 
surrendered. 
I found them w ithout any 
great difficulty, and as my pow der horn 
•was water-proof we h ad a supply of am m u­ 
nition w ith which to kill game. We lived 
on this and wild honey on our seven days’ 
trip to the Rio Diablo, in the caves along 
w hich w'e concealed ourselves for three 
m onths. 
AVo then thought it safe to return 
to the Alamo, now San Antonio. 
"I was then turning 15 years. The Mexi­ 
can w ar was then opening, and for the next 
three m onths I was kept busy running lines 
to the Rio G rande for 
G e n e r a l T a y l o r ' # C o m m a n d . 
I then returned to Alamo, where I rem ained 
during tho war, 
"A fter the war I spent my tim e trapping 
and hunting, and it was while encamped at 
this point, Jim m y’s camp, th at I m et w ith 
a very thrilling incident which resulted in 
saving the life of an 
old-thno friend’s 
daughter. 
You have heard of the big 
cottonwood tree at Pueblo th at the people 
there are so opposed to have cut down? 
W ell, 
it 
was 
at 
th a t 
tree 
tho 
in­ 
cident occurred, and as it is one I have 
always been averse to talking about it may 
interest you. Old settlers of Pueblo will 
tell you th at this tree tor years had a tablet 
on it stating th at it was at tins tree th at 
Jim m y Cannon rescued Mandv M ortimer 
from the Indians. The way it happened 
was this: I missed some of my horses one 
m orning and concluded th at the N ava­ 
hoes had stolen them , I determ ined to look 
the m atter up, and m ounting my ‘w ar’ 
horse, winch \vas the best one I had, I 
started soutli toward the Arkansas with a 
view to compelling them to give the horses 
back, 
"I reached the riper in the m iddle of the 
afternoon and struck the trail of the Nava­ 
hoes. 
I followed this tor but a short dis­ 
tance before I lound a w om an’s slipper in 
Hie trail. It was badly worn and down at 
the heel, and I at once concluded th at the 
Indians had a white woman captive. I fol­ 
lowed the trail carefully for about an hour, 
keeping myself shaded am ong Ute trees. 
"W hen I came up with the party it was 
w here Pueblo now stands. The girl, who 
was about 17 years of age, was bound to th e 
tree, which, by the way, was then less than 
half a foot in diam eter, and the squaws were 
perform ing a dance around her. Wood was 
piled around her body to hum her, and this 
would have been done as soon as the cere­ 
mony W’as completed. I at once determ ined 
upon a plan for lier rescue. Tying my horse 
in the thickest part of the wood, about half 
a m ile 
from where tho 
Indians were 
camped, I crawled up as close as I could to 
the place where the girl was tied. This 
was some distance from the tepees of the 
Indians, and I reasoned th at if I shot cue 
of them the rest would run to tho tepees to 
secure 
arms. 
I 
saw 
Albin, 
son 
of 
tho 
Chief S atan ta, 
standing 
am ong 
th e crowd of squaws. 
I took aim at 
him from under tho river hank, but a 
squaw passed between us. Til is happened 
three times, hut the fourth tim e I soot a 
bullet through his heart. At this, as I had 
expected, the Indians ran to their tepees to 
arm , and I rushed up to the tree and cut 
the girl loose, cutting aw av a piece of lier 
ria;lit wrist in my hurry. We then both 
ran 
to 
the river, and running In tho 
w ater and keeping 
in tho shelter of 
tho 
bank, we got to 
niv horse and 
rode away. 
Wo rode down 
the river 
till we came to Colonel Bent's trading post, 
Where I expected to leave the girl, who 
proved to b« the dsmytfe*** of C o lo n i M arti. 


m er, at whose trading post I had previously 
been cared for w hen sick. Her father and 
his fam ily had started West, only a short 
tim e before, and the rest, of the fam ily had 
been killed by the Indians. 
“Colonel Bent, however, refused to keep 
the girl at his trading post, as lie feared pro­ 
voking the hostility of the Indians, hut he 
accompanied me w ith lier to tho next 
station below, whore I rem ained a short 
tim e and then returned to m y cam p by a 
di iTerent route. 
"I was at the J u le s b u r g m a ssa c re . January 
in , 1865. w hen IGO soldiers and forty-two 
citizens were m ade to bite the dust in ten 
m inutes. 
I was wounded in three Maces 
in this fight, being cut in the forehead, shot 
in the side and through my leg. 
I was Pre­ 
sented w ith a gun atter this fight that was 
m ade by a gunsm ith here ’n Denver, the 
story having got out that I had worn my 
gun out in the tight. Captain O’Brien, who 
is now a business man in Laramie, and I 
alone escaped. 
AVe got to the ranch and 
fought tim Indians off' until tw enty-eight 
women and children were given tim e to 
reacli the fort, and then, while tile Indians 
were 
I* H laitin g .I n lc s liu rz , 
we 
crossed the river on tho ice and 
reached 
tho 
fort. 
which 
was 
safety 
garrisoned 
by 
eleven 
men. 
Tho In­ 
dians 
engaged 
in 
the m assacre were 
Sioux 
and Cheyennes 
under the com­ 
m and of Bad Wound, a Sioux, and Stone 
Calf, a Cheyenne. In some respects it was 
very much like tile Custer m assacre, the 
Indians rising right up all around the troops 
on t Ii rec sides and pouring a dreadful tiro 
upon us at short range. 
“About two m onths after tiffs the Indian 
m assacre occurred in tho Black Hills at 
Crazy AVoman’s Forks. 
By the way, a 
wholly w rong story hasbeen published by 
an Om aha paper about how tiffs nam e came 
to he applied to these forks. The real story 
of the case is that three white women were 
captured by the Indians at Plum creek, 
in Nebraska, 
Two of thorn were killed 
and 
tho third w ent 
crazy. Two Face 
and Big Crow brought tiffs -crazy woman 
into camp. She could tell nothing about 
herself. Both of these chiefs were hanged 
on account of tho woman, and the m as­ 
sacre grow out of this. There were 2200 
Indians cam e in and asked to bo removed 
to the neutral ground which was near Fort 
Kearney. 
While they w cie being trans­ 
ported to tiffs ground. Two Face’s son tv itll 
350 warriors stole upon the troops and 
m assacred IOO of tho soldiers and 52 of 
the team sters. 
The fight lasted about an 
hour, the 
wagons being used as breast 
works until they w’ere all on fire. The re- 
nm inder of tile troops retreated to Fort 
M itchell w ithout further interference from 
the Indians, who were joined by Hie 2200 
Inuians, Die whole move being intended as 
a trap about such as tliQ Indians always 
lay. 
"An expedition was fitted up under Gen­ 
eral Connor, composed of California. Colo­ 
rado and Oh lo troops, and pursued tiffs hand 
of Indians to the Powder river, where the 
Indians w ere iii turn massacred. The num ­ 
ber of Indians killed was reckoned at 730 
in tiffs fight. This settled the Sioux w ar 
for the tim e. 
"It was in 1870 th a t I rescued Alary Brand 
from the Indians. Sim is now living in St, 
Louis and lias herself w ritten accounts of 
the affair, as has also General Runnells, 
who w anted to get a pension fur me. 
“Creighton and Brand were the contrac­ 
tors for building a telegraph line, and Mary 
was the sistor of Mr. Brand. 
"The girl was brought out with them to 
w here they were working, and the party 
was attacked by the Indians, Brand killed 
and his sister captured. General Runnells 
started iii pursuit w ith me for guide. We 
corno well up with the Indians on tho Raw­ 
hide, and as I knew that a captive could lie 
recovered from tho Indians only by pur­ 
chase or stealing, I asked General Runnells 
to let me steal into the cann) and try 
to get 
the 
girl 
away. 
He 
promised 
to keep his troops on a niece of high ground 
and not to leave it until I returned, no m at­ 
ter w hat happened. 
I stole into tho cam p 
in the 
dark abd found the little girl 
asleep in a buffalo robe. I picked her up 
quietly and threw her over my shoulder 
w ithout w aking her, and started to return 
to my horse. 
W hen near the horse I m et 
an Indian warrior, who 
A s k e d M e In I l l s A u l Ive T o n g u e 
'W ho goes there?* I replied ‘guard’ in the 
same tongue, and he passed on, going 
round one side of the bill, and I with my 
load around the other. It was not until I 
read ied my horse th at the child lairly 
awoke 
and 
asked 
me 
how 
she was 
to ride. 
’Any way you can till we get 
out of here,’ I replied, and sprang on 
to the horse, Tho Indian had, .w ho had 
gone around tho ton of the hill, heard me, 
and draw ing an arrow he sent It through 
my body, going iii at one side and standing 
out at the other. At once the whole party 
opened lire upon me. find the bullets Hew 
around as thick as rain. I could not reach 
General Runnells, aud so I struck out for 
Fort Larim ie, riding all the distance witli 
the arrow through my body.” 
Uncle Jim m y was one of the first to reach 
the scene cf the Custer m assacre after the 
battle, and describes the way in which tho 
bodies of the slaughtered troops were m uti­ 
lated as som ething terrible to behold. Not 
a m an in the lot was recognizable. 
lh answer to a question as to where tho 
Indians procure their arm s the scout said 
th at while am ong tim Indians iii Wyoming 
lie had seen a fine ride roll out of a buffalo 
robe, ami lie asked tho squaw who bael it 
where she got it. and she had told him that 
it had been got "over there,” pointing to a 
Mormon settlem ent,and th at th ev could get 
all of them there they wanted, aud fornoth 
ing. too.

Last evening a Tribune-Republican re­ 
porter called at the Seym our m ansion. As

From Tchornychew Bky’s novel "W hat’s 
to be Done,” recently translated by Mr. 
Benjam in K Tucker, the following account 
of a co-operative dressm aking establish­ 
m ent is condensed. As is well known lo all 
who think about these things, the system 
of co-operation is designed to be of especial 
service 
to sm all 
w ageearnors of 
tiffs 
and sim ilar classes; and tho plan described 
below is so simple, yet so com plete, th at it 
would seem easy to nut it into im m ediate 
operation, with a low m odifications per­ 
haps m ade necessary by the fact of its 
transplantation lrom a Russian to an Ameri­ 
can soil. 
At first tho organization was so simple 
th at nothing need ho said about i t A era 
Pavlovna had told her first three seam­ 
stresses th at she would give them a little 
higher wages than the current rate paid to 
seam stresses. 
These 
three 
procured 
four more, and all worked for a m onth 
at 
tho 
wages 
agreed 
upon. 
AA hen 
the 
m onth 
was 
over V era Pavlovna 
came to 
tho 
simp 
w ith 
an account 
hook 
and 
a«ked 
lier 
seam stresses to 
suspend their work and listen to her. She 
read them an account of the expenses aim 
receipts for lim m outh, placing under tho 
first tho wages paid and all the other costs, 
rents, fuel, lights, etc., and told them the 
am ount of profit which rem ained. She then 
explained th a t she had established this 
workshop iii order th a t the profits m ight go 
to the workers, and proceeded to divide 
I equally am ong the astonished seam stresses 
the am ount gained by tho m onth's work. 
A tter they had som ew hat recovered from 
their surprise and had done thanking her, 
te ra to id them th at though this m onthly 
distribution of tim profits was certainly a 
gain for thorn, yet they m ight m anage in a 
much better and thoro profitable way. and 
explained 
to them tho principles upon 
which she wished them to conduct tile af­ 
fairs of the shop in such clear and simple 
language th a t they becam e converts to her 
theories and adopted her plans w ith enthu­ 
siasm. 
, 
, 
As the founders were directly interested 
in the success of the business it naturally 
*vent on well. 
They soon had more orders 
than the w orking girls originally employed 
could execute, aud 
the force 
went on 
steadily increasing. At Hie etui of eighteen 
m onths tw enty girls wero kept at work, 
and afterw ards still more. One of the first 
m easures of the collective adm inistration 
was a decision th at Vera Pavlovna should 
not work w ithout reward any more than the 
others. They wished to give her a third of 
the profits, and tiffs she accepted and laid 
aside until she was able to convince them 
that such a proceeding was contrary to the 
fundam ental idea of the institution. 
'Hie 
business became so large that A era could 
not do all the cutting and they gave lier 
another cutler to assist her. Both received 
tho sam e wages, and A’era at last induced 
Hie society to receive into its treasury Hie 
sum of the profits it had obliged lier to 
accept, and they used the money to open a 
hank. 
It was not until the m iddle of the third 
year th at they arrived at the equal distribu­ 
tion of protits, which had been tho ideal of 
the founder. Previous to this they passed 
through several stages, beginning by divid­ 
ing in proportion to the wages. Hut they 
tam e to see that. if a girl were kept from 
work for several Jays, on account of sick­ 
ness or some other cause deserving of con­ 
sideration, it was not right to dim m ish her 
share ol the profits which she acquired not 
so m uch by her own day’s work as by tho 
progress of tho work as a whole. Then they 
decided th at the cutters and such of tho 
workers as received special pay for deliver- 
ering work and sim ilar dutios wore suffi­ 
ciently compensated by their wages. And, 
filially, they came to understand that the 
profits were not a reward for tho talent of 
one or another, but rather a result of tho 
labor as a whole aud tho general character 
of the workshop. 
Tho profits were divided every month. 
At first each girl took her entire share and 
spent it separately, for each had urgent 
needs and they were not accustom ed to 
acting in concert. 
When through constant 
participation in tho business they had ac­ 
quired the habit of com bining their efforts 
Vera fixed their attention upon tho circum ­ 
stance th at iii their trade the am ount of 
patronage is very unoven, depending oil the 
season: and th at it would bo a good plan to 
lay aside during the m ost profitable m onths 
a portion of the income, in order to m ake 
up for Hie decrease of profits iii other 
m onths. The accounts 
wero 
kept very 
exactly, aud the girls knew th at if any one 
of them should leave the shop she would 
receive w ithout any delay the share belong­ 
ing to lier. Consequently, they assented to 
the new plan. A sm all reserve capital was 
form ed which grew steadily, and they be­ 
gan to seek various uses for it. 
Tho establishm entof a hank was followed 
by the foundation of a purchasing agency; 
the girls found th at it would be advantage­ 
ous to buy their tea, coffee, sugar, shoes, 
und 
in 
short 
m any 
things, 
through 
the agency of tho association which bought 
m erchandise 
in 
large 
quantities, aud 
consequently 
at 
lower 
rates. 
Some 
tim e 
later they 
w ent 
fu rth er 
still; 
they saw it would he advantageous to 
organize in tho sam e way for the purchase 
of bread and other provisions which they 
bought every day at Hie hake shops and 
groceries; but they perceived at the same 
lim e th at to do th at it would he necessary 
for the associates to live not far apart, 
They began to draw together, several living 
in one house, or taking rooms near the 
simp. A lter this the association established 
an agency for its dealings with the bakers 
and grocers; aud eighteen m onths later 
alino>t all the w orking girls were living in 
one large house, had a common table, and 
bought I heir provisions as they do in large 
establishm ents. 
’Some weie prevented ny 
fam ily relations from living thus, but oth­ 
ers who supported an old father, m other, 
aunt, or young sisters and brothers, had 
them w ith them boarding in the establish­ 
m ent. 
A oi a Pavlovna, from tho very first took 
books to the shop. A fter having given lier 
directions she began to read aloud, con­ 
tinuing half an hour, if not interrupted 
sooner by the necessity of giving out more 
work. The girls acquired a passion tor read­ 
ing, and reading aloud during work soon 
became a regular thing. 
W hen three or 
four months had passed some of the seam­ 
stresses off ered to do the reading, and it was 
agreed th a t they should replace A era. that 
each should read half an hour, and that 
this half hour should be counted as a part 
of their labor. Finally a regular system of 
instruction w as established; the young girls 
becam e so desirous of learning and their 
work went on so successfully, That they 
decided to interrupt th eir labor to listen to 
the lessons in the m iddle of the day’s work 
before dinner. They m ingled instruction 
w ith am usem ent; they had evening parties, 
suburban walks, at first seldom, and then 
w hen money was pleutier more frequently, 
they w ent to tile theatres, and the third 
w inter they subscribed regularly to gallery 
seats a t tho Italian opera. 
By and by there was another shop, and 
the two co-operated. The great results ac­ 
com plished by them were tho result of two 
causes; on the one hand a greater profit for 
tile sew ing women, and en the ol her greater 
economy in their expenses. 
Instead of tho 
IOO roubles a year which they ordinarily 
earned, they received 200, and by living in 
co-operatiou, buying at wnolesale and in 
quantities not exceeding tho w ants of the 
association, they used these two hundred 
roubles twice as advantageously, so th at it 
beearn*?equal to an increase of 400 roubles. 
Stripped ol details, the abot e is an account 
of this Russian experim ent.

Hayne 
wrote 
“ Iii 
Harbor,” which lins been widely reprinted. 
During tho last four years Hie poet’s 
heal th 
grew very 
foeble, 
com pelling 
him at tim es to forego for a long period bis 
loved labors. His hand became very weak. 
and i; was alm ost painful to read his faintly 
traced lines th a t breathe of hope ami trust 
in tho future and calm resignation to tho 
present. 
Hut, like AN bittier, he seemed to 
grow gentler as bo grow older, Ids spirit 
softening under the grace of years well spent. 
His father was a naval officer in tho 
United States service, and was a resident 
of Charleston, which place tho poet was 
born iii *1830. 
AV lien 20 years of age, Arr. 
Hayne graduated w ith the highest honors 
a t t harlestou College, and im m ediately 
after entered actively into literary life. 
His taste bad always been for literature, 
particularly poetry, and his surroundings 
at tlio tim e w ere conducive to foster bis 
liking. 
Charleston, in those days, was to tho 
South, in point of learning, w hat Boston is 
to tho Now England States of tpday. Tho 
better class of society, consisting of tho old 
Huguenot ana English families, such as the 
Betigrues, 
Legacies, 
Ham r steads, 
Cal­ 
houns, 
Simms 
and 
others, 
out braced 
a 
number 
of 
cultured 
minds, 
and 
tho 
social 
gatherings 
wero 
famous 
for 
their 
refinem ent 
and 
brilliance. 
Legarde, whose conversation is ( escribed 
as being as graceful as Chesterfield’s and as 
flay as Sterne’s, was then in tho zenith of 
us fame, and was the poet’s staunchest 
friend. Ho was tho first to urge Mr. Harper 
to publish his poems in book form, and ao- 
cordi gly in 1855 his iirst volum e was 
issued ny Tinklier (X: F ields of Boston, and 
met with groat favor throughout his homo 
and neigh Poring States, 
The book attracted attention from a culti­ 
vated circle, and was pronounced ny Edwin 
P. Whinple, whom ro e declared to bo 
among the foremost of American belles-let- 
tres critics, “a work of great promise, as 
well 
as 
a 
lino 
perform ance.” 
His 
second volume was issued in Charles­ 
ton 
in 
1851. 
Though 
consisting 
chiefly 
of 
"Sonnets,” 
these 
were 
preceded by an elaborate "Ode to Sleep,” 
which marked, it was generally said, the 
highest point lie had yet reached in poetry. 
I ii I sno Ii is third volume appeared. Ticknor 
A: Fields, publishers, and was likewise 
favorably received. Among Hie notices it 
suggested was a critique in the Atlantic 
from tho pen of its then editor. Jam es 
Russell Lowell, whose general verdict was 
distinctly com plim entary. 
About 1855 the poet w as united in m ar­ 
riage to Miss Mary Myddleton Mitchell, tho 
daughter of an em inent French physician, 
a lady of rare endowm ents and culture. 
When 
South 
Carolina 
seceded. 
Mr, 
Hayne was one of the lirst to volunteer his 
services to his State. 
Being in delicate 
health, he was placed as aido on General 
Pickens’ staff. 
For a long period after the strifo was over 
Charleston and tho surrounding country 
was full of desolation; hom esteads were in 
ruins; property destroyed, and many fam i­ 
lies of wealth and distinction reduced to 
bitter poverty. 
Mr, Hayne suffered deeply 
with the rest. During tho bom bardm ent of 
the oily bis homo had been burned totlie 
ground, \v11iIe the fam ily plate and other 
valuables, stored at Columbia for safe-keep­ 
ing, w ere swept away by Sherm an on his 
famous "m arch to the sea.” 
There yet rem ained to him a sm all sum of 
m oues, which was taken by friends and in­ 
vested in the site of his present home, 
"Copse H ill,” where a rude house was 
erected and stored with the plainest of lur- 
niture. and the most necessary utensils and 
equipm ents. 
Tho struggle of the poet and his wife in 
this secluded place w as tor a long period a 
hard one. 
Poverty stared them on every 
hand, and to support existence was a m at­ 
ter of constant toil. However, perseverance 
brought its own reward. 
Of Mr. H ayne’* poems there are four dis­ 
tinct parts, Ins sonnets, legends and lyrics, 
dram atic and war sketches, and hum orous 
poems. All are excellent, but his sonnets 
are the best, because they are tho most 
fam iliar and natural. 
All of Mr. Hayno’s sonnets abound In 
beauty of thought and melody, but they 
m ust ne read complete to be appreciated. 
His w ar poems are deeply pathetic, and 
m aybe classed as am ong tho highest con­ 
tributed to the war literature during the 
years of strife. 
Of his"Logends and D ram atic Sketches," 
"The M ountain of tho Lovers" is Ids great­ 
est poem. 
It is composed of sixty stanzas, 
and em bodies a legend of ancient Britain. 
"Tho AA’ile of B rittany” and the "Veil- 
geanee of tho Goddess D iana” also abound 
in graceful imagery, and are as iiuishod iii 
style as the lines of Horace. 
Mr. H ayne’sson, AYilliam IL, is a poet of 
m uch note, and lias 
o h o or two of his 
father’s 
poetical 
characteristics, 
which 
would of itself assure him of success in thug 
field of poetry.

A H o r r ib le K le p h a n t S to r y th a t C o m e .

A terrible elephant story conies from 
India. On the m orning of the 8th of April 
last, while an elephant was being ridden by 
its keeper in tho district of Stiltannoro, in 
Oudo, the anim al resented being prodded 
w ith a spear by pulling the m an from bis

away. Fortunately the m an foil in a hol­ 
low and rem ained there undiscovered by 
the elephant, who went to a neighboring 
village. 
T here he chased an old m an into a House, 
then broke down the walls, pulled tho old 
m an out and dashed him to pieces. The 
same night the elephant knocked down 
several houses in quest of hum an boinirs in 
tho villages of 
Sadarpur, Barg non and 
laisingpur. He killed six m en in Ber,soma, 
three in Sola, four iii Gangoo and lour in 
M ardan. Ile likewise killed a bullock and 
a pony, ami also com pletely destroyed a 
Pew carnage.* The anim al used to stand at 
the door of a bouse force his entry by 
dem olishing the walls on either side, and 
would then kill as many of the inm ates as 
he could, pursuing others who tiled to run 
away. He mangled the corpses terribly. 
After securing a victim he som etim es re­ 
turned to the spot to see ii life was extinct, 
and would commence m utilating the body 
alresh. He carried several bodies long dis­ 
tances and threw them into ravines, etc. 
I he elephant found his way to the Delira 
rajah’s place, where ho tried to enter tho 
house of a gardener; but some mon. m ount­ 
ed on three elephants, assisted by spear­ 
men, drove him off. Ho then returned to 
Bebinur, w here he tried to break down bis 
m aster’s bouse, iii which several persons 
had taken refuge. Tho police got into the 
house from 
a back window, and were 
obliged to send for bein to the Dehra rajah. 
who sent three elephants and some spear­ 
men. The anim al received two gunshots 
on the head at Bebipur, which, however, 
only tem porarily drove him off. He was 
ultim ately captured, at im m inent risk, by 
the rajah ’s three elephants aud men.

Used aaa Rendezvous for a Gang of 
Eold Thieves and Cut-Throati. 


(St. L o an Globc D euiocrat.l 
S an A n to n io , Tex.. July 3.—Another 
chanter in the Robbers’ Cave rom ance was 
read today. It bas been the intention to 
officially explore tho cave ever since tho 
discovery of portions of a skeleton, which 
was identified as th a t of Frank Hrrris. 
H arris was a young m an living in the 
Helotes neighborhood, who was hand in 
glove w ith the Pitts-Brannon gang of out­ 
laws. Ile was in love w ith Melissa Scott, 
who 
subsequently 
m arried 
Pitts, 
the 
leader of the gang. T here was m uch exist­ 
ing jealousy between the H arris and Pitts, 
and the form er’s suit, was disapproved by 
the Scotts father and son. 
t)n the lo th of Septem ber, 1884, Harris 
was seen in company of tho two Scotts and 
Pitts, 
II© was never seen again. On dis­ 
covery of his bones in the cave the Scotts, 
who were charged w ith his m urder, saw a 
chain of circum stantial evidence riveted to 
them , which, it is stated, they will have 
hard work in breaking. 
\\ bile officers have been preparing to ex­ 
plore H arris’ tomb. Justice Boomer* of tho 
Helotes Precinct, has been carrying on a 
private investigation on his own account. 
Ile has kept his own counsel, and gone 
ahead steadily w ith his work. Today he 
showed up at the court house looking 
mysteriously im portant, and carrying lin ier 
his arm a bulky package done up in w rati­ 
lling paper. The officers gathered around 
him , and like a pedler with his rack, he 
spread out his ghastly wares. 
M issin g T .ln k s. 
They were bones, and hum an bones, com­ 
prising portions of a badly fractured skull, 
broken ribs, etc., being m ost of the m issing 
links in the dead H arris’ personality. Near 
the skeleton was found a heavy quirt, or 
riding whip, w ith a lead-weighted handle. 
It tuav have been th e property of tho dead 
m an, or m ay have been used in ham ­ 
m ering 
out 
his 
brains. 
The 
ribs 
wero 
doubtless 
broken 
in 
forcing 
the 
body 
down 
the 
very 
narrow 
chute, which, (rom an unsuspicious hole at 
tho top, bends tw enty feet downward Into a 
subten atman cavity, which, in addition to 
the ghastly interest which the H arris death 
Listens upon it, and the fact th a t it w as lur 
years the refuge of one of the m ost desper­ 
ate bauds of crim inals Texas has ever 
known, is a m arvel of natural beauty, 
Thero was no light from above, and all 
the exploration was 
done 
by 
torches. 
Justice 
B eem er savs that he did not 
see it all, does not know how far it extends, 
or w hat other entrances it m ay have. He, 
however, wont 
carefully through three 
cham bers lost in the beauties overhead and 
around him. and splashing in the pools of 
ley w ater at bls feet. 
It is one of the 
grandest form ations of natnro ever dis­ 
covered by man. The cham bers are con­ 
nected by chiselled arches, as though a 
legion of w orkm en had fashioned them . 
The ceilings are et great height from tho 
floor, and tho spaces are trem endous in ex­ 
te n t 
. 
T h e B e a u tif u l C a v ern . 
"In one cham ber,” says Judge Boomer, 
“you m ight stand an arm y of KX000 men. 
Tho most rem arkable fact connected with 
it is its utter seclusion. 
Tho unprom ising 
exterior 
gives 
no 
indication 
of 
the 
m arvellous 
beauty 
hidden 
within. 
A 
hole in 
tho 
wall 
it would bo 
called 
by any one glancing a t it, 
One expan­ 
sion of tho passage is filled w itn a score or 
more of stalagm ites 
from two to ten 
or tw elve feet in height, grouped as so many 
mon union is of tho dead, the sides and ceil­ 
ing are ol exquisite workm anship, a tit sot­ 
ting to tho solemn and beautiful scene 
within, which leads one to speak in low 
tones and tread softlyas if on sacred ground. 
Upon the w alls is puspended some drapery 
in stone th a t would bo the adm iration and 
despair of a sculptor. Double and treble folds 
of stalactite, a quarter of an inch in thick­ 
ness and a yard wide, hang thirty foet, with 
no support except from above. 
Beyond 
this is perhaps the m ost beautiful grotto of 
all. Ceiling, walls, and oven floor, are cov­ 
ered with a fretw ork of dazzling bright­ 
ness, which rem inds one of the finest work 
of tho silversm ith or tho window'-work of 
the frost-king at its best. Hero and thero 
ceiling ami Door are united by colum ns as 
clear and transparent as crystal. A caudle 
placed as far w ithin one of those groups as 
the arm could roach illum inated a wonder­ 
ful fairy bower. Shining through all tho 
rich drapery of stone there are tubular pil­ 
lars of im m ense 
height and thickness. 
They are perfectly transparent—others are 
cloudy 
white, and, under the shifting 
torches, lighted up w ith a thousand fires. 
N ta la g m lte s a n d S ln ln r litr s . 
In this vicinity also appear quantities of 
lim estone, coral 
form ation; great sheet 
form ations, standing like leaves of a book 
partly open, upright. Many stalagm ites, 
stalactites, pillars, pedestals and pinnacles 
of all lengths and thicknesses,and becom ing 
more transparent the deeper you get down. 
Hem, also. at e seen on several sides arrays 
of tabular stalactite and stalagm ite form a­ 
tions, resem bling an im m ense church organ. 
I found at the distance of many yards the 
pinnacles, pedestals, columns, stalagm ites, 
.stalactites, more num erous and very bril­ 
liant as our lights were throw n upon them . 
In this vicinity the sceno was beyond de­ 
scription, as stalagm ites of the m ost deli­ 
cate and transparent texture were in great 
abundance, 
and 
of 
every conceivable 
shape. 
Even delicate tubes, the thick­ 
ness of 
lead 
pencils, 
and three and 
four 
feet 
in 
length, 
when 
broken 
off were full of alkaline water, and cutting 
off nieces of stalagm ites w ith a hatchet the 
sparks would fairly fly, and on which every 
tune and sound could be beard. Many of 
the larger spaces there seen by me would 
reach from sixty to eighty feet in height 
and as m uch across. The caverns of Luray, 
in Virginia, or the Mammoth cave, iii Ken­ 
tucky. are not a circum stance in beauty 
com pared to tho Helotes cave. 
O th e r C a v ern s. 
There are also large caverns in the vicin­ 
ity whose range and depth are unknown. 
There is no doubt th at they were long used 
by m em bers of the desperado’s scattered 
band. They will all be explored, bu t there 
is enough m aterial in "Robbers’ Cave” 
proper to keep officers busy for some tim e 
to come. 
If there are other victim s of 
the pistol and knife, as there seonis no 
reason 
to doubt, lying in 
its cavern­ 
ous recesses they will be 
brought 
to 
daylight. The interest of this whole sec­ 
tion now centres in "Robbers’ Cave,” aud 
the developm ents which may arise from a 
careful survey of its mysteries. Thorough 
and careful search will lip made. Judge 
Boom er states th at he wasvdeterred from 
further exam ination partly from a lack of 
facilities and partly from a nervous dread 
which he could not shake off. caused by 
the knowledge th at he was w alking tho 
haunts of dead m en of crime, and of whoso 
desperate tem pers he had evidence in the 
w hitened bones hetero him.

Alasterton, a retired New York m erchant, 
resident at Bronxville, bad the bones of the 
toe and instep of hor right foot crushed. 
Dr. Taylor dressed the wound, rem oving 
a num ber of pieces of bone, and trim m ed 
off the little toe, which could not he saved. 
Recognizing the extrem e probability of 
lockjaw he put the patient under l he influ­ 
ence of morphine. 
O ther doctors 
and 
friends of the young ladv strongly urged 
him to cut off the Riot. Averring th at in no 
other wav could lockjaw be averted. Miss 
Alasterton settled the m atter by declaring 
th at w hatever Dr. Taylor directed was 
w hat she Would have clone. Ho began by 
giving lier sixty drops of Alajendio’s solu- 
ffition of Hie sulphate of m orphia tone quar­ 
ter of a grain to the drachm ) at each dose. 
three doses a day. This he increased grad­ 
ually until it was doubled, and, during the 
worst period of her suffering that am ount 
even was exceeded, enough to keep lier in 
a stupefied condition all tho time. Twice a 
day her wound was dressed wit,Ii balsam of 
Peru and oakum , and the bandage pressure 
was carefully regulated 
and constantly 
w atched to prevent the m atter burrowing. 
It healed adm irably, showing a healthy ten- 
dencv from tile first. But eight days after 
the injury the first sym ptom s of lockjaw 
appeared—severe and increased pains in 
the sides of the face, followed by violent 
tw itching in the muscles of Hie face and 
limbs. Tho pain in the sides of the lace 
becam e so great th a t it could hardly be 
allayed, even by the enorm ous doses of 
morphin© given. In four days after the 
first sym ptom s declared them selves the 
tetanus was 
fully 
established. The 
g irl’s jaws wero tightly locked together, 
the 
m uscles of 
tho 
right 
leg, 
arni 
aud 
side tw itched 
convulsively, 
and 
the 
body was bent 
like 
a bow, rest­ 
ing upon the head and beds. 'These vio­ 
lent sym ptom s lasted nine days 
During 
th at tim e, in addition to tho morphine, 
large qualities of ryo whiskey, brandy, 
cham pagne, sherry, egg-nog, m ilk punch, 
and other stim ulants were given to her. 
The loss of a tooth perm itted their introduc­ 
tion into the m outh through a rubber tube. 
At length the first indication of recovery 
appeared in the cessation oi the tw itching 
ot the muscles and then tho opening of the 
m outh far enough to perm it the passing of 
a knife blade between the teeth. From that 
point the progress of recovery was rapid. 
until now the foot Is well and the lockjaw 
has disappeared. 
Dr. Taylor said: "It is tho only case of 
cure of traum atic tetanus in the history of 
the world. I knew when I saw tho injury 
that Aliss Alasterton had received th at there 
was hardly a possibility of her os* aping 
lockjaw, and prepared, as well as possible, 
to ineot th at extrem e peril. 
T here are 
only two rem edies proscribed by tim iKioks, 
woovari and the calabar bean, and they 
are not cures, but possible palliatives until 
death brings relief. • Even at tho best, if 
thev contd cure tetanus, woovari is likely 
to canso idiocy and 
the 
calabar 
bean 
produces 
paralysis of 
tho 
muscles of 
the chest, which results in death. 
So I 
w ent ahead on my own theory of treatm ent, 
assum ing 
tho 
responsibility 
for 
the 
results, and am glad th at I did. 
For 
seven 
weeks 
I 
never 
left 
ber side, 
dav or night, until hor 
recovery was 
assured. 
I sim ply 
g a te 
her 
all 
the 
m orphine and stim ulants th at she could 
bear. Fifteen or sixteen bottles of whis­ 
key, aud I don’t know bow m uch of other 
liquors anil wines, anything of th at sort 
th at I could got her to swallow, sho con­ 
sum ed. and, w ith tho exception of the mor­ 
phine, not a drop of any other medicine. 
New she is well, goes out riding every day, 
and is getting her strength rapidly. Trau­ 
m atic tetanus is very different from idio­ 
pathic tetanus. which is produced hv other 
causes than violent physical injuries, and 
is easy vt cure.”

We are Indebted to a friend who has been 
nipped for an explanation of a trick which 
lins 
been successfully 
employed for 
sw indling several banks in various Eastern 
cities. 
A check, 
say 
for $10, is ob­ 
tained from a depositor of a b ank, and a 
blank chock exactly like the filled-in check 
is secured. Tho two cheeks are laid one 
upon 
the other, so th at 
tho 
edges 
are 
exactly 
even. 
Both 
checks 
are 
then 
torii irregularly 
across, and in 
such a way th at the signature on the filled 
check appears on one piece and tho am ount 
and nam e of payee on the other. 
Tho 
checks having been held together while 
being tom , of courso one piece of the bank 
check will exactly fit the other piece of the 
filled check. The sw indler then tills iii one 
piece of the blank cl\eck with the m um of 
the payee nm) an am ount to suit himself. 
say $5000, takes it with a piece of the genu­ 
ine chock containing the signature to the 
bank. and explains that the check was acci­ 
dentally torn. The teller can put tho pieces 
together, alia ns they will fit exactly the 
chances tiro th at he will think ^liut the 
pieces are parts of the sam e check and be­ 
come a victim of the swindle. Th© trick, of 
course suggests tis own remedy. The teller 
should refuse to pay any check that is 
m utilated.

It is situated on a 
glade of the vale of Mexical. behind th e 
m ountain of La Lagunilla. The stone ap­ 
pears to be hewn, aud it is spherical alm ost 
in sh ap e; is about a vara in diam eter and it 
m ust weigh som ething like seventy kilo- 
gram m es. In the centre of the upper part it 
has a hole which runs into the heart of the 
stone, term ing a spiral. On fitting to this 
hole a m outhpiece and blowing the sound of 
a horn is produced, som ew hat m elancholy 
in tone, and so loud th at it can be beard at 
a great distance. 
The ranchm en of that 
localite employ this as a m eans of catling 
their nocks to the salting, and the anim al* 
come hurrying at his sum m ons, to tvbich 
they are quite accustomed. 
There is a tradition about this stone r » 
sem bling one which Alfredo Chavero tells 
in his "H istoria A ntiqua de Mexico” con- 
cerning the rock of Aculco. It relates th at 
the owners of the hacienda of S^m a Clar* 
destroyed the boundary m arks and cap 
ried 
the 
stone 
away, hiding 
it 
on 
tho 
rancho 
of 
Cuatepee, 
where 
it 
was 
fastened 
by chains 
in a cellar. 
But the stone disappeared from w here they 
had placed it, and made its way back to its 
former position. To this tenacity of puriiosa 
in rem aining in its wonted situation tho 
dwellers in the neighborhood attrib u te its 
resistance to the powerful wash of the 
m ountain torrents which rush down the 
glen w ithout stirring it; even a w aterspout,

Ooorgo B. Corkhill, former district attorney 
of the District of Columbia, the prosecutor 
and convictor of the assassin. Guiteau. is 
dead at tho com patatively early ago of 48 
ye* irs. 
He was one of n ature’s noblemen. 
“W hat's th a t? ” says some. W ashingtonian 
nincompoop, “didn't he drink and smoko? 
"Wasn’t he occasionally profane? Didn’t he 
•tay out late nights, and w asn’t he very ne­ 
glectful of his business during lite past two 
(Ut three years?" 
Yes. 
W hat is a nobleman? 
Well. in other lands a nobleman is one 
who enjoys rank aoove a commoner, either 
by virtue of birth, by office or by patent. 
We don’t have that sort of thing in this 
country, although some of the flunkies to­ 
day are talking about me "court" in Wash­ 
ington, and the “first lady of tho land’’ and 
seek to elevate the ladies of tho cabinet 
above other ladies in this free country, sim­ 
ply because their husbands as successful 
politicians are reaping a long deferred re­ 
ward. 
Rut th at is not the kind of nobleman I am 
talkin g about. 
S tature’, \n b lrn ip n 
are 
O ften 
P oor, 
H un. hie. 
They are found in all ranks and grades, 
in all classes, sometimes in the pulpit. 
Sometimes on the bench, sometimes in the 
editorial chair, sometimes in the stable, on 
th e farm, in the backwoods, often at tho 
desk of the school teacher. They are men 
whose instincts a o in the right direction, 
w hose thoughts are kindly, w hose impulses 
are generous, to whom a selfish nature was 
never born, to whom two and two always 
m ako four, and the rudder of whoso life is 
self-abnegation. 
Such a m an was George B. Cork hi ll. 
An Irishm an will give you the last penny 
in his pocket, a Scotchman will walk to the 
end of tile earth to serve you, an E nglish­ 
m an will fight for you if you are in the 
right. CorkhiSl was a happy combination 
of the three. A sort of an American cock­ 
tail, with the generosity cd an Irishm an, the 
physical endurance of tho Scotchman, the 
Englishm an's love of fair play, sweetened 
and made acceptable by an Am erican’s 
fidelity to friendship, right or wrong. Ile 
never had a m om ent too precious to be 
yielded to the service of a friend. 
, He never owned a dollar he was not will­ 
ing to share, he never knew a point he was 
not willing to give, and never in his life did 
lie do intentional injury to man or beast. 
He wa4 sensitive to a degree, and ho boro to 
the day of ids death with se .led iips suspi­ 
cions and taunts and sneers, nil of which 
m ight have been dissipated by a single 
sentence, proven by ungetovcrable dem on­ 
stration. 
tie was supposed by some to bo lukewarm 
in 
T h e P r o n e u ti on o f ( - tiH e a u . 
He was thought by Guiteau to bo tho in­ 
carnation of persecution. His enemies said 
lie worked 
his best and worst against 
Guitoau, hoping for a reward at the hands 
c f President Arthur, and a reappointm ent 
to his position of district attorney. He was 
accused of m utilating letters th at should 
have been put in evidence, it was charged 
that he suppressed facts by one aide, th at be 
m anufactured testim ony by the other, h is 
home 
in W ashington was for 
years a 
restful place to mo. W henever I contem ­ 
plated a trip to the capital I wired in ad­ 
vance, and the happy face and odd contour 
and genial welcome of this queer, unique 
fehovv-creature always m et me before I 
had taken a dozen steps upon the deoot 
platform. I knew him thoroughly, aud he 
opened his sad heart to me on one or two 
occasions, show ing how deeply cut ho was 
by his non-reapDointment, how bitterly 
he felt his isolation, all working up to a be­ 
lief that his pre fessional career was ended, 
and that it would be as well lor him to seek 
other avenues of occupation and Support. 
As m atter of fact he had made an arrange­ 
m ent with the World newspaper to furnish 
letters from W ashington. He wrote one 
some tim e back, in which he called atten ­ 
tion to 
G u lw .ii’i Curse, 
and contradicted a floating paragraph to 
th e effect th at G uiteau’s prosecutors were 
rapidly passing from the face of the earth, 
presum ably in consequence of th eir treat­ 
m ent of the m urderer, and the curse he 
launched upon thorn prior to his departure. 
This was out a few weeks ago. Then upon 
bis suggestion that his long fam iliarity w ith 
criminal proceedings in W ashington, his 
intimacy with all sorts and conditions of 
people in tile district, aud his loudness for 
journalism would perhaps quality hun as

instructive 
corre­ 
spondent, 
it 
was 
arranged 
th at 
he 
should, 
after

Colonel Cocknll. the

draw ­ 
ing him from the clouds of 
despond­ 
ency in which he moved the g reater p art of 
the. tim e. 
I he night preceding G uiteau’s 
execution, Ccrkhiil and I drove to the jail, 
and. through the courtesy of General Crock­ 
er. the warden. I was perm itted to see and 
talk for a long tim e with the convict. He 
■was very, very bitter against Corkhill, and 
in his sem i-lunatic way cursed him and 
otners connected with the prosecution, so 
m uch so th at he became very excited, and 
screamed his jiuathem a, yelling at the top 
of his voice th at 
I le W a* “ (aud’* M an," 
and th at th eir interference w ith God’s roan 
w ould bring upon them -certain destruction 
and speedy death. This led m e to a point of 
discussion W’ith G uiteau concerning his 
• a d y life 
vtn m I told him th a t Cork- 
bill knew some things about his dom estic 
affairs, which out of pure courtesy and kind­ 
heartedness he had w ithheld lrorn the jury, 
upon whom the narration would have pro­ 
duced great effect, Guiteau, looking me 
squarely in the eye, said, 
“Did Corkhill tell you th at?" 
I replied,“C ertain ly ; otherwise how would 
I have known it?” 
“W ell,” rejoined he. “I d idn’t suppose 
th a t anybody outside of John and sister 
knew a word about that. However I am 
God’s man, and I guess Corkhill was afraid 
to tell those things to tile jury, because th at 
■would have added insult to the injury ho 
aire ady had done to God’s m an." 
Of course I ridiculed the idea and sought 
to re-enforce my point that it was idle folly 
for him , on the verge of eternity, to curse 
aud execrate a m an who had done nothing 
hut his duty, who had borne his insults 
calm ly and had showed by his reticence on 
h is dom estic point his kind feeling after 
all, for the under dog upon whom the pub­ 
lic rail of indignation was pressing very 
severely. 
The end of it all was th a t G uiteau very 
m aterially m odified 
his execrations 
of 
Corkhill, and struck from his final bpoech 
upon the scaffold m uch th a t he would 
otherw ise have said, and om itted from his 
“ G * iu ( to th e h o rd y " Idiocy, 
• verse which lefloctod upon th e prosecu­ 
tion in general and Corkhill in particular. 
M eantim e C orkhill and th e w arden had 
been w alking through tlie jail and after a 
pleasant good-night to th e general. Corkhill 
and i drove home, On th e drive hom e X 


told Corkhill w hat I had done. and. in 
everything, m en in W ashington 
who knew him as well as I will not be sur- 
, ma 
to know th at Corkhill cried like a 
child 
and 
beoamo 
alm ost 
hysterical. 
He 
said 
the 
secrets 
he 
had 
neon 
compelled 
to 
lock 
in 
his 
breast in respect of the assassination, of the 
developm ents im m ediately preceding the 
trial, of some evidence about which, with 
groat ingenuity, ho had to skirt, of the hor­ 
rible scandals th at had corno to him alm ost 
substantiated—that when the tide of reflec­ 
tion bore in upon him, em phasized as it was 
by the malicious sincerity of G uiteau’s 
cursings and readings, he could find butene 
rest, and th at in drink. D rink to drown, 
drink to quench, drink to sm other, and yet, 
as we all know—th at is, those who know’ 
anything—know th a t C orkhill was in no 
sense a hard drinking m an then or since. 
I believe if President A rthur had re­ 
appointed Corkhill he would .h av e been 
unanim ously confirmed, anil certainly ac­ 
cepted with great consideration by tho peo­ 
ple of the District, and by the people of tho 
country, and I never could understand w hy 
Mr. Justice Miller of the united States 
Suprem e Court, the father of Mrs. Corkhill, 
know ing as he m ust have known m uch of 
the waves of sorrow th at flooded Corkhill. 
never cam e to the front w ith his counsel 
and his substantial support 
C orkhill wa* V ery Fond of T h e a tr e * . 
Ile cam e to New York a m onth ago and 
visited me, and together we exam ined three 
sites, on one of which he thought it m ight 
he advisable to erect a lirsGclass theatre. 
He said th at careful observation of the m an­ 
agers of this city convinced him th a t there 
was am ple room hero for a first-class stock 
company m anaged by a m an who had no 
favorites. F irst of all, in his judgm ent, 
there should be every physical com fort and 
convenience—not so m uch gingerbread as 
b read a n d b u tte r: not so m uch glare and 
fancy as comfort, 
substantiality, safety,

display as well, w ith spacious boxes from 
which the stage and tho people on it could 
be seen, with a first-class orchestra, w ith 
spacious foyers and 
every convenience 
known to advanced civi’ization. He thought 
the tendency in New York was two fold, 
first to combination theatres, like the Grand 
Opera House rind the Union Square, w hich 
anybody 
with 
money 
can 
hire, 
and 
in 
which 
you 
see 
today 
the highest 
exponents of the highest 
art. aud tomorrow the lowest illustrations 
of the degradation of the modern stage, and 
second to stock companies in which every­ 
thing 
th at 
is 
good 
is 
cut 
aud 
fashioned to fit one m an and one woman. 
He illustrated his theory by taking three 
stock companies and calling the attention 
of myself and others w ith whom we were 
talking to the oasis of plays produced 
during ihe past year in which the interests 
of individuals was sought rattier than a 
felicitous rounding out of an entire com­ 
pany. T hat in his judgm ent was a mistake, 
as in the judgm ent of everybody except the 
men who seem to lie content to lose their 
own and other People’s money by following 
th at course, and lie said if ho could find a 
proper site it was among other dream s of 
his life to erect thereon a theatre, which 
w ould be not only of great service and use, 
but an ornam ent to tho city, and in which, 
as I said, a first-class com pany should pre­ 
sent first-class work. Representing some 
W estern capital and some W ashington 
money also, he discussed three adm irable 
sites, and I wouldn’t have been surprised, 
had he lived, to see him the m anager of just 
such a theatre as he talked of. 
H e AV a* a llu n y -S iiltd Fellow. 
He knew everybody, high and low7, and 
spoke just as courteously, just as consider­ 
ately to hum ble laborers and cab drivers 
and policemen as to president, senator, 
judge or any other man. His weakness, 
in my judgem ent, was cowardice—physical 
cowardice. Surely m oral courage m ust bo 
conceded, and his intim ates know that 
he had it in on abnorm al degree. 
.So did 
G uiteau, and so do G iro au’s 
friends, 
Guiteau was a very Pad 
man, shown 
not 
alone 
bv 
too 
assassination 
of 
Garfield, which I eau quite readily under­ 
stand Was the m om entary impulse of a par­ 
tially dem ented brain, hut he was small 
and mean and contem ptible in a thousand 
ways, and in th at line, which to an Ameri­ 
can is the aptest exponent of his character, 
he was mean in his homo, he was mean in 
those fam ily relations where, if anywhere, 
the better qualities of men shine forth lum i­ 
nous and brilliant. A 
m an m ay 
be a 
rounder, a tough, a refined roue, anything 
th at is bad, ana he forgiven so long as his 
lirst care is 
his 
home, his family, his 
com fortable surroundings for those ho is 
bound iu honor to 
care for. All this 
Guiteau pushed w ith 
im petuosity from 
him. He was not sinned against, lie sinned. 
Ho was not made callous by tire indiffer­ 
ence of those whom he loved: o u tlie con­ 
trary. ho raised for them absolute moun­ 
tains of disappointm ent, sorrow; sorious, 
life-long lasting disappointm ent. Yet he 
furnished gleam s and glimpses of a b etter 
nature, as was illustrated by the way ho 
m et my suggestion th at Colonel Corkhill 
had treated him kindly and considerately 
when be refrained from publishing to the 
world domestic infam ies of which ho had 
solid and substantial proofs. The f a c V i s 
th at there is nobody so bad th at you can’t 
find oases of good in him. 
C u rk U ill'ii l l a r J W o r k . 
A curious life was th at .led by Corkhill, 
and inasm uch as ho m ust forever be tho 
central figure in the G uitoau prosecution, I 
think it a fair tiling to give him w hat none 
of the New York papers have, and w hat I 
have not seen in any other journals, a con­ 
densed obituary. 
The fact is th at from 
the day Garfield was shot, Corkhill did 
nothing else 
than 
work up the case. 
lie was tireless and faithful night and 
day. 
Ile 
obtained 
evidence, 
studied 
precedence, hunted up witnesses and un­ 
aided had Guitoau indicted, and th extinct 
conviction of tho assassin was due more to 
Corkhill than to any oho else. In his open­ 
ing sr>«ta:h ho showed great good sense, 
added th a perfec t understanding of tho 
ease, a m arked talen t for crim inal practice, 
thorough judgm ent of men, extraordinary 
dignity of bearing and a forbearance rarely 
seen in a court of justice, w ith sleepless 
vigilance and industry. 
He was a native of Iowa and a graduate 
from the Iowa U niversity aud tho H arvard 
Law School. 
He served in the war w ith such honor arid 
success th at President Lincoln offered him 
an appointm ent as paym aster in the regu­ 
lar service. 
Ho declined. 
Ho practiced 
law in bt. Louis several years and subse­ 
quently in Iowa, where lie was appointed 
clerk of tho U nited States Circuit Court, 
and later distnct-attornev. Ho m arried a 
daughter of Justice M iller in ISBC. 
In 
187k he was editor of the W ashington 
Chronicle. In 1830 President Hayes un­ 
pointed him district-atfornoy for tho Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
His first ease of im ­ 
portance was a noted m urder trial. W hen 
he w ent into office crim inal justice was 
alm ost unknow n in tho D istrict of Colum­ 
bia, and he m ade it a boast th a t ha never 
had a “hung" jury. 
His juries brought iii 
verdicts o h o way or the other, guilty or not 
guilty, He showed with groat pride a letter 
w ritten him by thoVenerable John K. Porter 
of this State, in which th at em inent jurist 
expressed his w arm appreciation of tho in­ 
valuable services rendered public justice by 
Colonel Corkhill. in which lie attributes the 
success of the G uiteau case to Corkhill’s 
adm irable preparation, to his fidelity and 
ability, to his adm irable tem per and self­ 
control, closing w ith "cordial congratula­ 
tions." 
Now you may say, "W hy does Howard e?o 
out of his way to do this for tho dead Cork- 
hill?” 
I do it for several reasons. Tho Garfield 
ghost still w alks the land. G uiteau’s curse 
still boats in the air. M ysteries and secrets 
are still am ong the unexplained, and I w ant 
to put on record in T h e B o s t o n G l o b e my 
belief in C orkhill’s integrity, my recogni­ 
tion of his ability, my conviction th at he 
was unfairly treated, and my hone th at 
am ong his papers will be found some justi­ 
fication of a reputai ion which though safe in 
the hands of his friends would receive an 
added lustre were certain facts dam aging to 
others perm itted to be m ade public.

Buried Under a Hothouse. 


It Beloved to Queer Aaron White, Who 
Died in Connecticut. 


His Head W as Turned Years Ago 
by the Dorr Rebellion. 


Ile W ant* a Permit, to Remodel It and 
to Build un Addition. 
W ashington, July 7.—President Cleve­ 
land sent to the building inspector’s office 
today an application, signed by himself, for 
a perm it to rem odel and build an addition 
to his cottage. The plans were subm itted 
to 
Building 
Inspector 
Kntwistle, who 
approved them and issued the permit. The 
plans show th at Cie voltage w ill be one of the 
m ost picturesque in this vicinity when it is 
finished. The cost of tim im provem ents is 
estim ated at 46000. The original house, 
constructed c l stone, is 714x43 feet. two 
stories high, to which it is proposed to 
build a two-story additum in stone, 23x32 
feet, covered with a tin roof. 
T he roof 
of the present m ain building is to be 
removed and a stoep pitched roof two feet 
high. covered w ith shingles, substituted. 
On tho south and west fronts a two-story 
open porch will no Constructed; the south­ 
east corner finished w ith an octagonal open 
tower lo feet in diam eter, 40 teet high, 
term inating with a cone-shaped roof. The 
architect is W illiam M. Poindexter, and the 
timider is Mr, Henry IvL D erringer of this 
city. Tho work will be begun im m ediately, 
and it is the intention of th e builder to com­ 
plete it by October I.

N o rw ich , July lO.—Squire Aaron W hite, 
the m ost eccentric m an in eastern Connecti­ 
cut, died a few days ago at Thompson, aged 
89 years. He was a lawyer, and everybody 
in his neighborhood knew him, because he 
had a level head. His many eccentricities 
gained him even greater fame. 
Ho was 
born in Rhode Island. 
W hen Governor 
Dorr was tho executive head of th at State 
Aaron was the attorney-general. He was a 
m an 
after th a t queer politician’s own 
heart, and he took part in the great 
Dorr 
rebellion. 
Squire 
W hite had to 
flee after the insurrection had been sup­ 
pressed, and he came into Connecticut and 
settled in Thompson, in the little villego of 
New Boston, a few rods from the (Juinne- 
b.mg depot on tho Norwich <fc W orcester 
railroad. He practised in th a t place until 
his death. After a few years he m arried a 
New Boston woman, who died m any years 
ago, and after her death he lived in m elan­ 
choly enjoym ent of his solitude, thinking 
over the fam ous events in his early career. 
and brooding over his cherished doctrine 
that the U nited States governm ent is bound 
to be a failure. 
The incident of the Dorr rebellion had 
turned his head. He had no faith in Uncle 
Sam ’s printed promises on paper money, 
and all the greenbacks and hank notes he 
received lie at once changed into solid 
m etal. 
Gold, silver, nickel and copper 
were acceptable to him ,and as fast as he got 
it lie put It lntocigar boxes and secreted tho 
boxes a couple of feet under ground in his 
m odest hothouse, or under the floors in Ids 
queor old antic. His house was stuffed 
w ith queer things, old-fashioned trum pery 
of every kind, and only him self and the 
spiders and the mice and the flies knew all 
that there was in it. Some of the rooms at 
the tim e of ids death had not been opened 
for years, and th eir walls were festooned 
with spidcrsbwebs and whitened w ith dust. 
The floors croaked and the walls shook as a 
person 
moved 
about, and tho country 
people said th at ghosts at night flitted by 
the 
sealed 
anil abandoned 
cham bers. 
Squire W hite did not care m uch for his 
neighbors’ opinion of his habits, and when 
they 
Ta lk ed (Shouts to Him 
ho laughed in their faces; yet every one 
liked him because he was conscientious and 
honorable, and his personal peculiarities 
were riot of m uch account except to talk 
about on the street and in tho country gro­ 
cery. 
The squire took great pains to m ake 
his dw elling look well externally. It is like 
most other country houses. 
It is a story 
and a half high, white painted with green 
blind, which wore alm ost alw ays closed, 
and it is topped by a squat chim ney. The 
front yard was carefully kept. A w hite 
paled fence enclosed it. No weeds grew 
am ong the w hite gravel in tho walk. Al­ 
most every evening tho old man was seen 
in 
sum m er 
in 
the 
yard 
earing 
for 
his 
rose 
bushes, w hich 
grew 
splen­ 
did 
big 
w hite 
aud 
rod 
roses 
before other rose bushes in Hie neigh­ 
borhood had thotieht,of opening their buds. 
But Hie dearest place to the squire am ong 
all his possessions in real estate was his hot­ 
house, and ho never entered it except th at 
ho looked furtively behind him to see 
w hether any one was w atching him, and ho 
always closed tho door with a bang, hastily. 
Ile w as very sly about bis business, and tho 
people often wondered w hy lie was so very 
particular in his visits to the hothouse. They 
did not know th at he had tons of United 
States 
coin 
buried in 
tho ground in 
tho 
hothouse. 
The 
building 
was 
sm all, w ith a low’ glass roof, and the old 
m an had to bend bis crooked figure when 
ho walked about in It. Ho kept a few plants 
on terraced .shelves in it, and a sm all grape­ 
vine tried to grow, having too much sun­ 
light and not enough m oisture, under tho 
glass roof; but Aaron W hite paid very little 
attention to tho flowers or struggling grape­ 
vine when ho w ent into the building, and 
his indifference to them was w hat mystified 
the neighborhood. He never spoke to his 
friends aud acquaintances about tho con­ 
servatory. 
At last he lay down to dio of old age. and 
then, although his m ind was clear, and a 
law yer and several neighbors asked him 
about his estate, he 
K e p t .Hum About tile Pothouse. 
Ho "didn’t care to t lk about money,’’ he 
said, "but he had ft will, properly m ade out, 
in the bureau drawer, th at would explain 
tilings.’* He died peacefully, and not many 
days after hts burial his executors and 
other persons gathered a t his farm house 
to 
see 
how 
m uch 
money 
ho 
had 
left, and 
w hat 
to 
do 
with 
it. 
By 
the term s of tile will all his property had 
been left to a brother who Jives in H acken­ 
sack, N. J., and has a business in New York 
C ity; but the docum ent said nothing about 
the conservatory or any other property ex­ 
cept the dw elling and tho land. The exec­ 
utors wore puzzled. They felt sure th at 
Squire W hite m ust have had a deposit of 
coin som ewhere, because lie had been col­ 
lecting it for m any years, but there was 
nothing to indicate that, it was in a bank, 
and visits to banks in eastern Connecticut 
helped them not at all. W here was it,then? 
they asked them selves. 
At last a bright 
idea popped into tho brain of one: 
"Perhaps it’s buried in the hothouse or 
secreted under tho floor in the garret.” 
The idea was acted on af once. Tho men 
began to dig. They dug down into the 
earth for several feet in tho conservatory, 
and the spade struck som ething solid. They 
unearthed it. It was a moldy and rotting 
cigar box. Tho cover fell off, and it w as 
found to bo packed solid full of pennies 
of all dates in tho last thirty or forty 
years. Again they dug, and everyw here 
in tho hothouse, at a depth of about two 
feet, fluty upturned a cigar box packed 
either w’ith pennies or nickels, or silver or 
gold pieces. Oyer th e whole ground they 
w ent digging w ith their spade, sometimes 
turning up gold and som etim es silver pieces 
or pennies. The search was continued for 
several days, and after all the ground had 
been dug up and the cigar boxes stacked, it 
was found th a t over four tons of coin had 
been taken out of the earth in the hothouse. 
Next they went io the garret, and under tho 
floor was found m any hundred dollars of 
gold and silver. 
All tile coin, about 80000 or $7000, was at 
once shipped in hags on freight cars to 
Squire Aaron W hite’s brother in Hacken­ 
sack. 
Many of the cigar boxes iii the 
garret had been badly gnaw ed by rats, hut 
tho rats got away w ith none of tho wealth. 
Mr. W hite’s plan during the latter part of 
his life was to buy pennies directly from 
the governm ent. By the governm ent sys­ 
tem of exchange he could get 81 20 of 
pennies for $ I in palier. Ho was especially 
fond of pennies, aud thoro were so m any of 
them that, in 
. Shipping Them to Iii* Heir, 
his executors u#cd big grain shovels, w ith 
bevelled edges, to shovel them into the 
coarse sacks in which they were forw arded 
to New Jersey. 
Squire W hite was eccentric in tho final 
acts of his life. 
W ithin ti fow m onths he 
felt th a t his strength was passing away, 
and 1;» thought of a burial place. 
There 
was a beautiful bleezy knoll in view from 
his housetop, aud 
he often 
looked at 
it a t the close of day as it sw athed itself 
in purple 
and 
am ber 
tints 
in 
the 
gloam ing iii the far north. He looked at it 
so long th a t lie decided that lie ought lo 
own it. He thought th a t it would be a suita­ 
ble resting place for lits body after lie was 
dead, and a lew’ years ago he w ent into tile 
town of Dudley. M^ss., and purchased tile 
purple knoll- Ho had hardly got the papers 
of ownership before a new crotchet entered 
into his 
peculiar mind. "Tile Mato of 
M assachusetts,” he thought, “w ants this 
hill 
as 
m uch 
as 
I 
do; 
why 
can’t 
both 
of 
its 
own 
it?" 
So 
ho 
w ent 
to work on a piece of legal cap, and 
when he had got through writing, the doc­ 
um ent certified th ai "Aaron \\ flite of tho 
town of Thompson. Conn., had deeded to 
the town of Dudley. Mass., tho said knoll to 
he used by said town from this tittie hence­ 
forth as a burial ground for the paupers of 
said tow n.’’ Aaron W hite’s rem ains, in ac­ 
cordance w ith a provision in his will, are 
hurled on the purple knoll—and am ong the 
Dudley paupers. A nother provision in lits 
will cave $1000 to each county in the Blate. 
It is not yet known exactly how m uch prou- 
erty Aaron W hite possessed, it was a great 
deal, besides his $BOoo in coin. 
Atter the Don- reboil ton tim m ost exciting 
incident in Squire W hite’s life was a m id­ 
night visit a? h is dw elling by burglars a few 
vears ago. Two young men, Brown and 
Vinton, had learned th a t thtffe was a de­ 
posit ot coin in Mr. W hite’s hothouse, and 
rltey got a dark lantern and a spade and 
went to find it. Easily they broke in the 
door, anc' then they dug. It is not known 
how much money they g o t One of tho lei 
lows held a bag open and Hie other shov 
elled Pennies into it as fast as he dug them 
uj). They got away w ith tho booty, b u tin 
Springfield they bought a horse and paid 
tor it with pennies, about 15,000. The act 
cavised suspicion. They were arrested, and 
they are now in State prison at W ethers­ 
field. 


burial lot, and a W ashington banker and 
ex-governor of tho District, Henry D. Cook, 
offered a resting place for the great ju rist in 
tho Cook burial plat in Oak Hill cem etery. 
There was the chief justice buried, w ith no 
stone to m ark the grave and no care 
taken of the mound except w hat the own­ 
ers of the lot choose to give it. A fter some 
years the friends of tho dead chief justice, 
nearing of this, united and bought a plain 
granite m onum ent with his nam e ana the 
date cut upon it. 
It was shipped to W ash­ 
ington, but got lost on the way. A long 
tim e afterw ard it was found boxed up in a 
warehouse, where it had lain unnoticed and 
unclaim ed. Then other friends of the chief 
justice, unw illing to appeal to Mrs. Sprague, 
paid out of their own pockets the sm all cost 
of putting the stone in place. This is tho 
w ay the chief justice got a tombstone. 


S Q U IR E W H IT E ’S P E N N IE S , 


T h e OUI M an ’* Property, A ll in Coin, 
Found In Queer Place*. 
Q it in n e HAUG, Conn., Ju ly IO.—The prop­ 
erty of th e eccentric ’Squire W hite, w’hose 
story was given some tim e ago, has proved 
alm ost if not quite an elephant in tho hands 
of those who are heirs to tho property 
and are to dispose of it. The learned 
’squire, having a prejudice against paper 
money and a lack of faith in banks, has for 
years hoarded all kinds of specie, stow ing 
it away in nooks aud corners about his 
m ain residence, L. and in fact every­ 
where about his farm residence: and to the 
executors falls the weary task of unearth­ 
ing and 
bringing to light 
the 
boxes 
aud bags which contain the coins saved 
through m any years by this old m an. The 
executors find the money in all m anner of 
im probable places, and in several instances 
the coin was enclosed in bags, which, when 
brought to light, quickly broke to pieces 
w ith mould and age. Several hundred dol­ 
lars were found in tho old-fashioned cup­ 
pers, the bulk of his property .silence the 
weight m ust be considerable. T he railroad 
officials absolutely refused at first to tran s­ 
port the ton of coin to W ashington, and 
the express rates on the sam e wore so large 
as not to m ake that an econom ical mode 
of transportation. After a long delay in 
corresponding the executors m ade arrange­ 
m ents w ith the officials to take tho money 
as freight to New York City, thence by 
express to W ashington, and it was recently 
s h i p p e d . ___________________ 


A V E G E T A B L E C O W . 


Th e W o n derfu l Yield of M ilk from a 
Pl m at lit M e x ic o . 
rL cttcr in M ilw aukee Sentinel.! 
W hat tho "W estern Reserve" is to Ohio, 
or the Orange county dairy region Is to New 
Y'ork City, th e plains of Apam and O tum ba 
are to Mexico’s capital—w ith this difference, 
th a t instead aI cows the Agave A m ericana 
(here known as maguey) is m ilked, and 
pulque is the product. Some idea of tho 
m agnitude of this singular industry may lie 
derived from Hie fact th a t two special 
pulque, trains run daily into the City of Mex­ 
ico w ith the sam e regularit y th at the m ilk 
trains come into our m etropolitan cities, 
yielding th e-railroad an average incom e of 
81000 per diem for freightage. The govern­ 
m ent derives an equal revenue from the 
duty alone on pulque brought from those 
celebrated "Llanos (plains) de A pam "—for 
it is estim ated that m ore than 300,000 pints 
of it are consumed every day in tho capital 
city. M aguey—more com m only known at 
tim North as tho “century" plant—is as 
m uch a feature of this country as trees 
are of the United Slates. All over the 
land it flourishes, cultivated w ith care in 
m any places, but springing up as a weed in 
waterless deserts, and growing at its best 
on, the 
stony sides of the m ountains. 
Every 
Mexican 
hacienda 
raises more 
or less of it. Tho m ighty plants serve to 
m ark the boundaries of lots and lands, two 
rows of them , w ith their gigantic leaves 
and bayonet-like thorns, form an im pene­ 
trable fence. Not only are the hedge-rows 
thus profitably uttlitlzed, but even sterile 
lands, which rattle-snakes disdain to in­ 
habit, will grow maguey, whose abundance 
of juice is the more astonishing sinco none 
can tell where tho m am m oth plant derives 
any m oisture. 
I liavo frequently seen an 
enorm ous "century” tree growing out of a 
hod of rock scarcely covered by a sem blance 
of vegetable earth, flaunting its cim itar- 
shaped leaves, rich and green, from fifteen 
to twenty-five feet high. N either heat nor 
cold, drought nor deluge, affect it; but like 
the unfailing fountain in tho desert, it fur­ 
nishes the poorest Indian w ith the bever­ 
age m ost pleasing to his tasto. Without 
money and w ithout price. The tradition 
that the century plant blooms but once in 
IOO yours is quito true, and any num ber of 
cunturies m ight w ith equal propriety be 
added to the statem ent—for when its natu­ 
ral developm ent has taken place its destiny 
is fulfilled and it dies w ithout loss of 
time. 
It is not often, 
however, 
th at 
one 
sees 
the 
superb 
flower 
upon 
its 
colossal 
stem, 
for 
the 
m om ent 
th at the experienced cultivator observes 
his plant preparing to bloom, fie cuts a deep 
cavity in its heart and covers it over w ith 
the side leaves, after which all the juice 
which nature intends lor the stalk and its 
flowers runs into the basin thus formed. 
D uring lite grow th of the m aguey it throws 
out shoots, which are rem oved from the 
parent stem in thoir second year, when 
about three feet iiigh. A shoot leady for 
planting, which costs a real (12? a cents) 
will readily sell for from $10 to $18 when 
ready to bloom. 
Tho 
average age of 
a plant when it first begins to show 
signs of blossoming, and i3 then capable 
o f producing pulque, is fifteen years. Cer­ 
tain appearances, known only to tho ini­ 
tiated, in d icate‘w hen the central stein or 
ham pe, w hich sustains the flower, is about 
to form in the heart of the plant. If the 
owner is not w atching to -cut it out at tho 
proper tim e the ham po shoots upw ard with 
the rapidity of Ja c k ’s historic beanstalk, 
absorbing all the sap which would other­ 
wise m ake pulque. The sprouting of tho 
stalk generally takes place In Novem­ 
ber 
or 
December, 
but 
tile 
magnifi­ 
cent cluster of flowers 
does not form 
on 
its 
top 
till 
tw o 
m onths 
later. 
Tho m onster leaf th at envelopes the hainpe 
gradually unfolds a slender stalk to the 
Sleight of a telegraph polo (winch it greatly 
resembles), and its crow ning flowers are far 
beyond the reach of a m an on horseback. 
The juico of tho m aguey in its unfer­ 
m ented state is called aqua m id, or "honey 
w ater,” and is not unlike the freshly-drawn 
Aiji of sugar maples. By the addition of a 
little old pulque, ferm entation takes place 
in two or three hours, and when supposed to 
ho lit for drinking, it is thick, white, and 
ropy, like butterm ilk, w hich it somewhat 
resem bles in taste. An average plant yields 
about eight quarts of juice per diem, for a 
period not less than three months, after 
w hich tho plant dies, and is at once replaced 
by a new one which the provident owner 
has been raising from shoots.

A M A R IN E M A R V E L . 


Xteivfour.dlaudrr* Wondering at a W hite 
W hale T a k e n in Trinity Buy. 
:gt. Jo h n ’s l.e tte r in M ontreal G azette,] 
W e have had en exhibition here during 
tho past fow days a strange m arine animal. 
It was captured in T rinity hay by somo 
fisherm en, who pursued it in a w haleboat 
aud a t length got near enough to shoot it. 
It was a powerful sw im m er, but was accom­ 
panied by a young one, and no danger could 
induce it to abandon its offspring, whose 
sw im m ing powers were not great, so th a t 
it fell a victim to its m aternal affection. The 
fisherm en were advised to bring it on to the 
capital for exhibition, as no one in Trinity 
had over seen its like before or could tell to 
w hat species it belonged. M$st of those 
who saw it hero were equally puzzled, so 
th a t there was quite a rush to see the 
strange visitor to our shores, and in two 
days the owners cleared $60, charging ten 
cents for admission. 
It is tw elve feet in 
length, about five feet in its greatest cir- 
cumferouce, and of a cream y whiteness in 
color all over; very sym m etrical and grace­ 
ful in shape and would probably weigh 
from 800 to looO pounds. 
Tho head is 
sm all, tho eves very sm all and set far 
back, aud the m outh sm all and weii fur­ 
nished with m olar teeth. It has two side 
tins; no dorsal tin. hut a slight protuber­ 
ance where this tin usually is. 'Hie tail is 
large and powerful, and on the top of the 
head is a single blow hole. I had no diffi­ 
culty in identifying it as a white w hale— 
tho tirt,t, so far as is known, ever taken or 
seen in Newfoundland waters. 
\Ve have 
had many strange visitors previously—such 
as the groat devil fish in 1873, which made 
such a sensation in tho w orld; a. basking 
shark, thirty feet in length, whicli came 
ashore, at Topsail, tw elve m iles lrom St, 
John’s, a few years ago: and a gampus, 
which boldly entered this harbor ami was 
k illed ; its skeleton now adorns the Edin­ 
burgh Museum. This w hite whale is tho 
latest arrival. It is a m em ber of the dol- 
pniu family. The w halers call it the white 
fish, tho Esquim au nam e for it is keela 
luau. They are plentiful in tho arctic seas 
and the N orthern Pacific, and pretty nu- 
m erous on Labrador and the St. Lawrence 
river, where they are the object of a profit­ 
able fishery, __ __________

P ittsbu rg, Penn., July I.—W hat can be 
more thrilling than a race between two 
steam boats? Go back thirty-five years and 
on a dark n ig h t picture yourself standing 
on the banks of til© Ohio, then bordered on 
both sides by a wilderness. Around a bend 
silently sweep two m ighty 
steam boats. 
They glide along w ith the gracefulness of 
swans. 
You can see the glowing 
fur­ 
naces. 
and tho 
red sparks flying 
out 
of 
the 
tall, 
dark 
chim neys. 
As 
they come nearer 
you can 
hear . Hie 
clank, clank of tho m achinery aud the 
swash of the waves, as tw o iron prows cut 
tho w ater in twain. You look breathlessly 
on the strange sight, a n d a feeling of the 
supernatural conies over you, and not until 
the two racers disappear from view do you 
wake up to a retdization of vour im m ediate 
surroundings. Thirty-five years ago there 
was such a race, and in steam boatine cir­ 
cles it created more than an ordinary ripple 
of excitem ent. 
It was between tho Bril­ 
liant, C aptain Redmond Grace, and the 
Telegraph, Captain Sam uel Wilson. The 
distance was 500milos, or from Cincinnati 
to Pittsburg, and was won by the Telegraph 
in just fifty-five m inutes. 
T w o ICivnl Boat*. 
The T elegraph was then in the Louisville 
trade, while* the B rilliant plied between 
here< and Cincinnati. 
T here was great 
rivalry between the boats, and finally on 
One of the T elegraph’s down trips it was 
announced at Stubenvilic. W heeling, M ari­ 
etta, P arkersburg and all other landings 
that on tit© return trip she would give 
tho 
B rilliant 
a tussle. 
The 
B rilliant 
was 
alm ost 
universally 
conceded 
to 
be tho fastest boat on tile river, and 
as m ight be expected, the inhabitants of 
the Ohio and W est V irginia towns anx­ 
iously aw aited the outcome. At Cincinnati 
tho B rilliant aw aited Hie T elegraph’s re­ 
turn from Louisville, when preparations for 
the race were concluded. T hrough passen­ 
gers to P ittsburg only were given accom­ 
modations by both boats, as it was not in­ 
tended to m ake any landings. The start 
was made am id the deafening blowing of 
whistles, which com pletely drowned tho 
jcheers from the throats of hundreds of 
sturdy boatm en standing 
on the levee, 
who added to their enthusiasm by the 
throw ing up and w aving of hats. On 
board both boats the excitem ent, particu­ 
larly am ong the passengers, was intense. 
W agers on the result wero freely made. 
For a distance pf forty-five miles, and for 
four hours, now on a straig h t course aud 
now' sweeping around a bend, the two boats 
kept side by side. They seem ed evenly 
niatched. 
.Suddenly tho B rilliant slack­ 
ened up and the Telegraph quickly forged 
ahead. For the first tim e either boat had 
shown an advantage, and w hile tho pas­ 
sengers on the upper deck of the Telegraph 
waved their handkerchiefs, the passengers 
on the B rilliant grew dubious and despond­ 
ent. 
A Defective Pump. 
The B rilliant’s steam pum p had by some 
means failed to perform its proper functions, 
and tho speed of tho boat was suddenly re­ 
duced from eleven to seven and one-half 
miles an hour. T he defect having been rem ­ 
edied, unusual efforts to overtake the Tele­ 
graph wero made. The blackened firemen 
worked like beavers in th e efforts to re­ 
double tho intense heat in the furnaces. 
Presently the T elegraph is sighted and a 
mighty cheer goes up from the Brilliant. 
Again they race side by side, and as the va­ 
rious tow ns are passed tho inhabitants rush 
to the bank and wave hats, coats aud im­ 
promptu flags, aud cheer for their favorites. 
Again there is a com m otion on the lower 
dock of the B rilliant, and she once more 
falls in the w ake of tho Telegraph. The 
steam pum p is again disaraanged. Four 
or 
five 
tim e 
does this accident hap­ 
pen. Twice the B rilliant outstripped the 
Telegraph, and but for the accident to hor 
m achinery would have been the victor. 
There was no sleop on either boat until 
after W heeling bad been reached, or when 
four-fitths of Hie trip had been accom­ 
plished. 
T hen the tired passengers and 
portions of the crews burned in their bunks, 
w hen tho Smoky Citv was sighted just 
forty-four hours had elapsed since she left 
the C incinnati wharf. Fifty-live m inutes 
later tho vanquished B rilliant came steam ­ 
ing along. From Captain Barney Given, a 
pilot of forty-live years’ standing, tho story 
pf the race was obtained. Captain Given 
w as a passenger on the B rilliant. 
T h e B urning of th e Financier. 
C aptain Given was a t tho wheel of the 
F inancier tw enty years ago when the boat 
was totally destroyed ny fire, and a dozen 
hum an lives sacrificed, through the care­ 
lessness of 
a 
fem ale passenger. 
The 
boat 
loft 
P ittsburg 
w ith 
passengers 
and freight 
for 
all 
points between 
hero and New 
Orleans, and it was op­ 
posite Crow’s Island 
th at tho confla­ 
gration took plack. Among tho passengers 
was a Jewish lady w ith tw in babies. The 
m other in 
her 
narrow 
state-room had 
lighted a spirit lamp, with which she had 
intended to heat a eau of milk. Lights 
were not allowed in state-rooms, and at the 
suggestion of Captain John D arragh 
a 
cham berm aid requested the lady to ex­ 
tinguish it. The latter insisted th a t there 
u’as no danger, and recklessly sw ung the 
lam p to and fro above her head. 
An 
explosion followed, and 
the clothes of 
the poor woman, hor babes and the cham ­ 
berm aid wore 
im m ediately 
wrapped in 
flames. These soon com m unicated to tho 
shell-like upper structure of the boat, and 
its total destruction quickly followed. The 
boat was headed for the shore, but owing to 
the low 'stage of w ater it grounded quite a 
distance from the bank. To add to the 
horror of the scene the staging w’as brokon 
down by the ‘‘roustabouts" in a m ad fight 
for their lives. 
Captain Gi’ven jum ped in 
w ater over his depth, hut easily m ade his 
wav ashore. 
Among those who perished 
w ere Captain D arragh’s wife and daughter. 
A son is at present local inspector a t M em ­ 
phis. 
T h e Good Old Day*. 
The days of passenger travel on tho Ohio 
are num bered. Each year there is a no 
ticeablo decline—also in the freight trafiic- 
and tho river will soon be given up en­ 
tirely to the transportation of coal. As an 
illustration of this increasing industry, it is 
announced th a t a few 
days 
ago 
toe 
steam er C lark left P ittsburg w ith a tow 
am ounting to 
280,000 bushels of coal. 
Y et this was not equal to the perform 
ance of tho H arry Brown in 1884. whose 
tow- am ounted to 337,000 bushels, or about 
three and one-half acres of unm ined coal. 
Tw enty years ago, w hen passenger and 
freight traffic began to show a m arked de­ 
cline, Captain Given, like m any other vet­ 
eran pilots, left the service forever. T heir 
only alternative was to enter the coal trade, 
iii w’hiclt their duties are m uch more ardu­ 
ous. The rudders of a tow boat are very 
heavy, 
and 
frequently two 
mon 
are 
required at the mlieel. 
The duties of 
a pilot are 
confining 
enough w ithout 
having 
to 
utilize 
all 
his 
m uscular 
power. At night they are compelled to 
steer w ith a hilltop, a hollow, or the light 
in a distant farm house, as a basis. In 
illustrating tho many changes in the river 
trade, Captain Given recalled the old keel­ 
boats which drew six inches of w ater, but 
were frequently loaded 
for double that 
depth. One inch m eant from six to eight 
tons of freight, which, a t from $1 50 to 
#1 75 j)er hundred weight, m ade no incon­ 
siderable sum. 
Tbeso boats, w hich had 
replaced heavier ones, w hich wero tier! up 
at a three and a half foot stage, wero long 
ago retired for those a t present in use. 
Captain Given thinks th at the passenger 
and freight boats now plying the upper 
Ohio will not bo rebuilt. T heir trade is 
rapidly decreasing and in a fow yearn they 
w ill be of nu use w hatever 
How different 
from tho days of stage coaching. Then 
passengers from tho East left the stage at 
Brownsville. and sailing down the Monon­ 
gahela river to P ittsburg they boarded the 
Ohio packets for the balance of their jour­ 
ney. 
W hen the M onongahela was frozen 
over the stage journey 
was continued 
through W ashington. Penn., to W heeling, 
and the river ride there began. Then the 
upper decks were literally black

T W O M O U R N IN G W ID O W S . 


T h e y M eet at the 
Funeral of Their 
Husband—1Their Claim*. 


B a l t im o r e . Md., July IO .—Tw'o widow’s 
followed the rem ains of their one husband 
to tho tomb here last week, but the fact of 
this novel proceeding w as not m ade public 
until a few days since, w hen the same two 
widows flied petitions 
iii 
tho O rphans’ 
Court, each claim ing to be tho lawful 
widow of Jam es G. Morris, and tho right to 
adm inister on bls estate. No one ever sus­ 
pected for an instant th a t Mr. Morris bad 
two wives. 
He was a prom inent and 
liighly-rospectcd m em ber of W est B alti­ 
m ore society. He was not rich, but was 
w hat is called com fortably fixed. Both of 
his wives are highly-cultured and fine- 
looking women. One is now 50 years of 
age and th e other about the ago of the first 
w ife’s eldest daughter. 
Grace G. Morris in her petition to tile Or­ 
phans’ Court represents th at she was m ar­ 
ried to Jam es G. Morris on Novem ber 4, 
1858, and lived with him until June, 1882, 
when ho abandoned her. She also states in 
her petition that she had tw o daughters by 
him, one who is now 19 and tho other 21 
years of age. 
E lla McCarty Morris through her counsel 
represents to tho O rphans’ Court th at sho 
was m arried to Morris in Pittsburg on July 
2, 1882, w ithin a m onth after the first wife 
alleges th at she was abandoned. She claim s 
th a t she believed him to have boon divorced 
from lits first wife, and had. until his death, 
lived openly w ith him in Baltim ore as his 
wife, and had not tho slightest idea th at 
another woman longer laid claim to him as 
husband. It will thus bo seen that this is 
a rom antic tale of two cities. 
Mrs. McCarty Morris, the second wife, 
tolls an interesting story. She says th at 
site became acquainted w ith Mr. Morris in 
W heeling, W. Va., wltdre they both were 
living at the tim e. Ile courted her about 
eight or ten months, w hen they were m ar­ 
ried. Miss McCarty’s fam ily opposed the 
m arriage, but she was nearly of age and 
loved Morris, and m ade up her m ind to 
m arry him . 
Accordingly they slipped off 
quietly from W heeling on July I, and on 
Hie 2d were wedded in Pittsburg, where it 
appeai-s the first wife was thou living. They 
then returned to W heeling, and tho bride’s 
parents wero reconciled, and soon thought 
a great deal of their son-in-law. 
Aftor 
residing in W heeling a short tim e, tho 
couple cam e to Baltim ore. Mr.-Morris was 
engaged in a lucrative business, and they 
lived well. Ho was very fond of his wife, 
aud lavished love and presents upon her. 
A few days before Mr. M orris’ death a let­ 
ter was received from his brother in W heel­ 
ing, in which the brother stated th at unless 
he was granted a favor asked there tvould 
likely be trouble about a second m arriage. 
W hat favor he w anted is not known, lie 
had been to Indiana, anti learned th a t the 
divorce claim ed to have been obtained 
bv Mr. Morris years ago was not legal. Mrs. 
Morris the second states that when she 
learned this she was greatly worried, but 
she did not sav anything to her husband on 
his deatlfoed about it. She let him dio in 
peace, and, like a devoted, loving wife, 
nursed him tenderly to the end. Mrs. Mor­ 
ris said th at the first wife came on to the 
funeral, 
and 
a t 
th at 
tim e 
told 
her th a t she had not seen her husband for 
five years. The first wife, however, m akes 
a statem ent th at her husband abandoned 
her in June, 1882, and th a t ho was m arried 
the noxt month. 
Tho first wife has been 
living till this tim o in W heeling, W. Va., 
and sne and one of her daughters cam e on to 
tho funeral. She is said to have m anifested 
m uch grief. 
Tho rem ains were taken to 
M oundsville, W. Va., where Mr. Morris was 
horn. 
Both widows are now here contest­ 
ing their rights. T he O rphans’ Court has 
granted W illiam L. M arburg and Ferdinand 
C. Dugan letters of collection, upon which 
they will act until a proper adm inistrator is 
a p p o in te d .
